A list of strong recommendations for dealing with problems of discipline 
and vandalism at the high school was presented by Principal Vincent 
Larocco at the second meeting of the vandalism committee at the high 
school Friday. 

The recommendations, which ranged from stiffer penalties for in¬ 
dividual violations to elimination of the Max Ed program and a return to the 
seven period day, were accompanied by a list of behavior determined 
"unacceptable" by the administration. 

Though only a small fraction of students at the high school are reportedly 
involved in serious violations, the committee as a whole agreed that only a 
widespread change in the attitude of the rest of the students would have a 
significant effect on the problems of discipline and vandalism. 

The two lists were part of a memo from the adm, list ration to the 
members of the student-faculty "E & D" Committee. r m memo states in 
part "It would be unfair to deal with the problem of discipline without first 
pointing out that schools are the victims of an era when lack of respect for 
rules and authority is universal." 

IMscussion at the meeting focused around how attitudes might be turned 
around and on the potential effectiveness of student proposals to monitor 
themselves. 

In attendance were school committee members Cathy Fallon and Mary 
Pronski; Principal Larocco and several members of the school ad¬ 
ministration; three teachers; a number of parents; Officer John McKinley; 
and more than half a dozen students, only one of whom was male. 


The "unacceptable" behavior listed by the 
administration included: cheating; 

misbehavior (disrespect, defiance, fighting, 
intimidation, use of profanity); drinking; 
smoking; use of drugs; stealing; vandalism: 
property defacement; littering; persistent 
loitering: pulling alarms; poor attendance 
(truancy, cutting, tardiness); illegal 
parking: and insubordination. 

Recommendations for immediate action 
were: stiffer penalties for these behaviors 
including incremental suspension und ex¬ 
pulsion recommendations; immediate 
suspension of Max Ed privileges; teachers 
keeping more students after school for 
violations; and Ihe setting up of detention 
halls. 

Longer term policy recommendations 
included: use of student identification cards; 
reassigning teachers for better coverage in 
corridors; educating students as to what the 
administration considers deplorable behavior 
and the penalties for same; raising standards 
tor Max Ed privileges, including grade and 


attendance requirements; shifting back to a 
seven period schedule; and the elimination of 
the Max Ed program altogether. 

One high school student spoke directly to 
the problem of student attitudes when she 
described witnessing girls drinking alcohol in 
the bathroom and smoking pot upstairs at the 
high school. At the time she did not talk with 
either the girls involved or anyone else about ; 
their activities. 

The student said the girls she hud seen 
“thought what they were doing was right and 
that others (i.e. other students) ugreed. Even : 
if I had spoken to them, they would have gone 
on doing what they were doing." 

Referring to acts of vandalism, head: 
football Coach Manny Marshall asked, "If ten \ 
percent of the kids are doing Ihe damage, : 
where are the other 90 percent?" He added, ; 
"Kids don't always see what goes on as i 
wrong, they just don't see it in the same way :

and also serve 25 percent of their current 
customers who reside within a mile radius 
of the new location. 

Bank President Arnold M. Gibson, told 
The Star he doesn't foresee any problems in 
obtaining the proposed zoning map amend¬ 
ment. 

The argument that a second bank will 
withdraw business from an already dying 
center lacks merit, as business along 
Washington street, he says, has just as much 
right to be upgraded as any other location in 
town. 

But some neighbors in the area fear 
“creeping commercialism” will continue to 
encroach upon their residential area if the 
zoning amendment is upproved. They fear 
Washington street will develop as Main street 
did, with gradual replacement of houses by 
business establishments. 

The bank, whose 12,000 depositors bring in 
$73 miliion a year, caters primarily to Win¬ 
chester residents. It will submit cost 
projections to the State Bank Commission for 
approval, if it overcomes its biggest hurdle — 
the zoning change. 

Preliminary building plans designed by 
Richard J. Donovan, Inc., were submitted to 
the town engineers, January 12. Included are:

If DonaLdo Gattineri obtains a zoning map 
amendment on his property at 270 
Washington st., neighbors in northeast 
Winchester can expect to see a one story 
drive-in bank at that location. 

A zoning change from a general 
residential district to a general business 
district must meet the approval of town 
meeting members, before Winchester 
Savings Bank and Gattineri can proceed with 
their plans. 

In December Gattineri purchased the lot 
with full intentions of later transferring it to 
the bank. Prior to his ownership the property, 
used as a lodging house of multiple oc¬ 
cupancy, was a trouble spot for police, the 
board of health and neighbors. 

This is one reason Gattineri has made 
what lie terms "a sound investment which 
win give the neighborhood a broftth ol tresh 
air.'” , , 

But lie says, "If the neighbors don't want 
it, neither do I. When this is all over, I plan to 
continue serving the people In this area with 
my cleaning business, which has been here 
since April Fools Day, 1946.” 

Winchester Savings Bank claims their 
current location along Mt. Vernon st., located 
in the center, poses a parking problem for 
customers. A drive-in bank on Washington st., 
they believe, would alleviate that situation

Potential watchdog group is 
alerted to wheeling-dealing 


Alerting prospective members of the Local 
Growth Policy Committee to "keep your eyes 
open and be aware of wheeling and dealing 
between cities and towns,” Selectman Arthur 
Dunbar exchanged ideas for Winchester’s 
growth with the board and four townspeople. 

Ken Henderson, Irene Schneller, Sally 
Jeffery, and Charles Tseckares met in in¬ 
formal session with selectmen Monday to 
offer their ideas The Local Growth Policy 
Committee, which has yet to he named, will 
be made up of at least five townspeople, the 
chairmen of various town boards, and the 


town manager. It will meet to discuss and 
propose directions for growth for the Town of 
Winchester. All cities and towns taking part 
in Ihe state-operated Massacusetts Growth 
Policy Development Act (Wet more- 
McKinnon Act. 1975) will respond to a 
questionnaire. They will also meet with stole 
planners. Ideas and concerns front Ihe cities 
and towns will be pooled and analyzed by the

Winchester police ami fire officials 
were alerted to a bomb warning by a 
young male caller, and as a result 
Winchester High School was closed and 
students were dismissed for the day 
yesterday at It dll) a.in. A search was 
conducted at the school to no avail. 


Richard Pharo said his group intends tocome 
up with proposals for the appropriate cuts in

3) Chapter 766. which has been in effect 
since September 1974. specifically requires 
the town to allocate funds to provide for

evaluation of students on request and either 
implement special education programs or 
tuition out the students who need them: 

4) In response to the need for a 
vocationally oriented education for non- 
college-bound students, the school depart¬ 
ment proposes to set up a general student 
program which would combine classroom 
learning with vocational internship. The 
program would require additional staff, but 
Pharo pointed out that with fewer students in 
the regular programs at the high school, an 
overall reduction in staff would be possible. 

Hearing tonight 


In the absence of any final, long-range 
plans to deal with the realities of enrollment 
decline, the school committee is considering 
some more immediate steps, yet to be 
revealed which Chairman Pharo said would 
be part of the final budget presented to Town 
Meeting. 

Citing the uncertainties of long-range 
projections for enrollment, he concluded: “I 
would behoove all citizens to keep an open

because, "The majority of the kids are afraid 
of getting harassed by their friends" and fear 
reprisals from the students on whom they 
report. 

Principal Larocco suggested that if an 
offender refused to cooperate, then the 
monitor should simply take note and avoid 
confrontation. 

"Students are definitely afraid of 
reprisals," affirmed Tom Walsh, a teacher at 
the high school. He questioned the monitor 
system, saying, "Are we willing to back them 
all the way?” 

Dorothea Twomey, a parent, added, “It is 
essential that we make it clear what steps will 
be taken for protection from physical 
reprisals and support against psychological 
harassment.” 

Another student who has been active on 
the committee, Ellen McCarthy, insisted that 
“any student who cares enough ubout the 
problem will probably be strong enough to not 
be intimidated." 

Reiterating the importance of a change in 
attitude. Assistant Superintendent Walter 
Gleason said, "The first thing to do is to raise 
the consciousness” of students so they un¬ 
derstand that 1 1 certain kinds of behavior are 
not acceptable, and 2) that the students 
monitoring the open areas have the full 
support and authority of the administration 
behind them. 

Cathy Fallon suggested that the im¬ 
mediate proposals be implemented for a few 
months to see how they work, "and if they 
don't we should reconsider the seven period 
day."

In the same tone, Mary Pronski criticized 
the lack of student self-discipline and said, "If 
a change is not forthcoming then I will 
propose the end of open campus." 

Students Amy Puffer and Jim Rigney 
reacted strongly to the idea that free time was 
a principle cause of trouble, pointing out that 
whether a student had one or four free periods 
made little difference. Rigney added, "It 
doesn't take that long to break a window.” 

They were supported in this by teachers 
Tom Walsh and Fran Gershwin. Ms. Ger¬ 
shwin commented that, “The problem is not 
people being in the corridors, but what they 
do there." She proposed that students might 
need some preparation for open campus 
privileges prior to entering high school. 

Walsh went even further, saying, “We 
have to go back all the way to kindergarten 
and the home and convince people that 
something BIG is going wrong. 

That opinion was reflected in comments 
from Officer McKinley. He stated that not 
just students, but persons around the town in 
general were reluctant to report acts of 
vandalism they might see: "Someone is out 
there," he said, "and someone has to see 
what’s going on.” 

After the meeting Principal Larocco made 
this comment: 

“This is not a local thing. When I hear 
principals all over the country talk about the 

afaanf 


we do.” 

School Commitleewoman Cathy Fallon 
asked the students present if they felt that 
most students knew who was doing the 
damage. 

The unanimous student reply was yes. 

Principal Larocco emphasized that, while 
the greatest portion of damage Is done by a 
small number of students, there was an at¬ 
titude prevalent among the majority that 
leads to less serious but equally costly 
damage. He mentioned graffiti and sitting on 
chairbacks and desks as examples. 

In defense of students who openly show 
some respect for a school that took nearly a 
generation to create, Larocco cited the 
example of two students who not only 
reported breaking a window while horsing 
around, but also paid for it out of their own 
pockets. 

Several students have proposed a student 
monitoring system in the hopes that a sort of 
reverse peer pressure will discourage much 
of the destructive behavior. Initially the 
program would involve students monitoring 
the cafeteria, and it might eventually move 
out into the corridors and open campus areas. 

Officer John McKinley warned that 
because monitoring would involve corrective 
action, confrontations between students could 
be potentially explosive. He also expressed 
worry that student monitoring might cause

a single story structure with a drive-up 
window, a full busement for storage and a 
lounge. The exterior conforms with the town's 
traditional architecture. 

Winchester Savings Bank was originally 
interested in Gattineri's property on the 
corner of Swanton and Washington, but it was 
decided that the intersection was too heavily 
trafficked for customers' easy access. 

Many of the residents in the immediate 
neighborhood, however, don’t think the 270 
location is a solution They feel any additional 
business in the area will aggravate traffic 
conditions there. 

Richard T. Fennell, who lives on the 
corner of Washington and Park, says there is 
a need of a pedestrian light at the in¬ 
tersection, so school children can safely cross 
the street to and from MurncoSchool. 

He envisions traffic congestion com¬ 
pounded by growth. Planned for the area arc 
housing for the elderly, a proposed nursing 
home on Swanton st., and a transfer station at 
town dump. 

Lieutenant Andrew Crawford and Safety 
Officer John McKinley of the Winchester 
Police Department say that a bank at this 
location would not generate an appreciable 
increase of traffic to the area. 

Officer McKinley says roughly 10,000 cars 
pass through the intersection per 24 hours. He 
predicts growth to the area wdl increase 
t rut [ic sljghtly, but pot an intolerable amount. 

He says an ideal situation wdtald be tohbW 1 d' 
cars drive in from Washington street and exit

onto Swanton. 

Some neighbors in the area believe strict 
adherance to zoning laws has enabled Win¬ 
chester to retain its charming residential 
character, unlike adjacent communities. 
They will do everything possible to keep area 
residential. 

Other neighbors dislike what has been 
there in the past. The Abdela's, living next 
door to 270 Washington, are strongly in favor 
of Winchester Savings Bank building next 
door. 

These are the issues. A hearing will be held 
tonight to discuss them at Town Hall 
auditorium, at 7:30 p.m.

of State Planning give direction to the com¬ 
monwealth's development. 

Charles Tseckares suggested that the town 
would want to refine the services and 
facilities offered, rather than undergo an 
upheaval of what has already been built upon. 

He said, “Let's think of growth policy as 
refinement rather than a dramatic un¬ 
dertaking. It is appropriate to have a ten-year 
plan to be reviewed. It is time Winchester 
takes a look ai where we've been and where 
we’re going." 

Irene Schneller and Ken Henderson both 
offered concrete suggestions, such as housing 
for young couples, keeping green areas in 
town, and upgrading the center, which they 
felt the committee would want to look at 

Sally Jeffery, an elementary education 
student at Northeastern, would be concerned 
with enrichment opportunities for all towns¬ 
people. 

Selectman John Sullivan expressed 
concern that ten committee members from 
351 cities and towns would yield an unwieldy 
number of people "If nothing else," he said, 
“this (Wctmore-McKinnon Act) will be one of 
the master strokes in increasing the pulp and 
paper industry in this state." 

Sullivan cautioned the prospective 
members to keep in mind what is good lor the 
town 

Arthur Dunbar expressed grave concern 
for the possibility of the state’s mandating 
plans for the town that the town doesn't want. 
While allowing for the possibility that results 
will be satisfactory, Dunbar said, "It scares 
me completely The results of these 
discussions couid set a pattern for the future 
direction of Winchester. I do not want to see a 
package for the entire stale dumped on 
Winchester. On the other hand, if we par¬ 
ticipate, we may huve a say." 

Joseph Vitka, who first brought the matter 
of local committees to the selectmen, said, "It 
is important to gel the town to look at itself, 
where it's going. We will have an ethic either 
coming from the grassroots up or else 
mandated from the top down.” Selectmen will 
meet Monday night at 7 with anyone in¬ 
terested in exchanging ideas about the Local 
Growth Policy Committee or with anyone 
.*l(fterested in serving on the committee.

mind on the matter in the hope that we will be 
able toeffect a reasonable compromise." 

Pharo said that step increases had been 
misnomered "merit increases." He said the 
steps were actually a system to gradually 
increase a teacher’s salary as he gained 
experience within the school system. 

The school department is working on an 
evaluation system that would give the steps 
some relation to merit. Pharo added: "I don't 
know of any service department in town 
without step increases— in fact most of them 
have fewer steps up to their maximum 
salary." The salary scale for teachers has 12- 
15 steps. 

The Chapter 766 allocation amounts to 
nearly ten percent of the total budget and 
accounts for close to 50 percent of the budget 
increase for next year. The law provides for 
state reimbursement of some of the funds, but 
it does not nail down how much of the money 
the state is obliged to return to the town. 

This year the state will reimburse Win¬ 
chester for $202,000 of the approximately 
$740,000 the town will incur in special 
education costs. The lower figure is based on 
a cost claim filed with the state two years ago. 

"I can see no mechanism right now 
through which the state will make up the 
difference," said Chairman Pharo C’om- 
mitteewoman Cathy Fallon added that not 
only will expenses keep going up, but the 
state, taking the $202,000 figure as a floor 
price, has not promised to pay out any more 
per year for the first five years of the 
program 

Committee member Stephen Parkhurst 
said the personal services budget \vas a 
continuation of present programs, with two 
exceptions: Chapter 766 expansion and the 
new general student program 

He also remarked that "this budget is 
based on the premise that no schools will be 
closed. We are showing you the worst first. 
This is as high as it will be. and further 
reductions are quite possible." His outline 
was as follows: 

—The $5000 increase for superintendence 
is for administrative salary increases; 

—$25,000 of the increase for principals is 
for sabbaticals and is mandated by contract. 
Parkhurst added that no one has applied for 
sabbatical yet; 

—Higher costs for instruction are mainly 
step increases. While there will be a net 
reduction of 6.7 teachers, there has been less 
turnover and consequently less of the 
teachers are down at the base salary level. 

"Again, sabbaticals may turn out to be a 
paper item," according to Parkhurst. Though 
the school board has been notified of five 
intended applicatioas, none of them has been 
made formal. 

What additions there are in staff are to 
provide sections in Spanish and Latin; to 
strengthen the business education program; 
and to staff the general student program 

Special education programs serve about 
ten percent of Winchester's students (500-plus 
children). Four teachers were recognized ns 
specialists at the behest of the teachers' 
association, and therefore were granted ap- 
propriate salliVy adjustmeWM 1‘t .mlai'in ) nnol, 

"Despite its size, I believe the budget 
appropriation is' modest, not. compared wilh 
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Lexington or Wellesley, but with Reading and 
Woburn, where they are spending more per 
capita," Parkhurst concluded. 

Cathy Fallon explained that supplies and 
materials are the only controllable portion of 
the expenses budget, and they have been 
reduced as a reflection of enrollment decline. 

Noting that the school department was at 
the end of a three year bus contract, Mrs. 
Fallon said the money involved in a new 
contract “will for sure be substantially 
higher.” 

Special education again takes the lion 
share of the expenses budget, and Chairman 
Pharo said there might be even more to pay if 
and when the state discharges “grand¬ 
fathered" students who are presently in state 
supported institutions. 

Stephen Parkhurst detailed the main¬ 
tenance budget, which consists of $215,000 for 
buildings and $22,000 for grounds: 

—$13,500 will go into replacing bleachers; 
the state building inspector would not allow 
their use without the repairs;" 

—$3500 will be used for a retaining wall at 
the Lynch School to solve a draining problem; 

—$46,000 is slated for repairs at Noonan 
and Wyman, which have been all but ignored 
for several years; other elementary schools 
will have their maintenance expenses cut 
back; 

— The cost of vandalism to the school 
department, which has a major effect on the 
maintenance budget, is largely unaccounted 
for. Other expenses involve a large number of 
minor items such as painting and glasswork. 

The capital budget outlay budget, which 
includes items or groups of related items 
valued at over $2000, consists of: $4600 to 
replace stolen items; $6500 in additional 
equipment; and the rest (excepting one 
request for a used piano) for replacing worn- 
out equipment. 

Board member Robert Frank said that the 
bulk of the increase in the school lunch 
program budget comes from recent contract 
negociations for a five percent increase in 
salaries. He added that contract services and 
supply costs have gone up, and the cost of 
hauling government food for the program has 
increased by about 50 percent. 

After detailing the athletic budget, the 
only one to go down, Committeeman Jack 
Noble concluded, "More and more persons 
are taking part, and I think the dollar we’re 
spending is worthwhile." 

The school-community programs budget 
shows no change from last year. The cost of 
the open gym program comes to about $7,300: 
the rest provides for custodial overtime pay 
for the programs and amounts to just over 
$ 21,000

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Mary Murphy, dedicated 
to concerns of elderly 


Mary E. Murphy, chair¬ 
woman of the Winchester 
Housing Authority. has 
assisted in securing com¬ 
fortable living conditions for 
many people for many years. 

Spurred on by her husband 
John's business of real estate 
appraisal, she recalls first 
taking an interest in public 
housing back in the early 50’s. 

She became disheartened by 
the knowledge that some of 
Winchester’s elderly are 
forced out of their community 
just because they were no 
longer the breadwinners of 
yesteryear able to afford the 
high cost of housing 

"Breaking ties with life-long 
friends, to make a new start 
late in life is a difficult and 
unnecessary task," she says. 

Mary Murphy used to hear 
stores of senior citizens living 
wih people and not even having 
a bedroom to call their own. 
She cites an example of an 
elderly couple sitting up in a 
room until two or three in the 
morning waiting for company 
to leave so they could go down 
to the living room to sleep. 

"Many residents just don’t 
believe these things, but I 
couldn't turn my head the other 
way." chairwoman Murphy 
says. 

In 1968, realizing that even 
Winchester, a town known for 
its opulence, had a legitimate 
need for elderly housing, she 
took the initiative of placing an 
article on the town warrant to 
form a public housing study 
committee. 

She was elected chairwoman 
by the other appointed com¬ 
mittee members. Their pur¬ 
pose was to establish the fact 
that a legitimate need for 
public housing did in fact, exist 
in Winchester through a survey 
mailed to all residents 62 years 
and older. Keponse to the 
questionnaire was good, with 
nearly half completed and 
returned. 

"Winchester is a very proud 
town, it took residents some 
time to admit that their 
community needed public 
housing. They feared that it 
would cast a negative 
reflection upon the town," says 
Mary Murphy. 

At town meeting April 1969 it 
was established that Win¬ 
chester had a definite need for 
?.'THii>lW«ederly HdilViiVg. 1 Later 
that June selectmen appointed 
foul- citizens to the newly- 


created housing authority. 

Mary Murphy and Charles T. 
Doucette, both current 
members of WHA, were among 
the original appointees. Mary 
Murphy also has fond 
memories of working with the 
late John L. Doherty and her 
close firend Vincent J. Celia, 
who works in the state attorney- 
general’s office. 

Charles Craven was former 
Governor Sargent's appointee 
to the authority. 

In March of 1970 they all 
went up for election. Ralph T. 
Atkinson received more votes 
than Vincent Celia. The other 
addition to the board has been 
Richard Donovan, replacing 
the late John Doherty. 
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Mary E. Murphy 

Mary Murphy says the group 
gets along marvelously. "Each 
member has something special 
to contribute. We’re like a 
family that doesn't get 
irritated at each other," she 
says. 

Besides her cohorts, Mary 
Murphy also feels grateful to 
have come into contact with 
others in the public housing - 
field She mentions 
Christopher McCarthy of the 
Department of Community 
Affairs, who helped establish 
the Winchester. Housing 
AUHJHtjj; John Christie, of the 
DCA who approved the Palmer 
street housing along Wedge 


pond; Kenneth Cristy, who 
watched the construeion of 
“Mary E. Murpny Apart¬ 
ments; "and the late Robert E. 
Houser, executive director of 
Arlington’s housing authority. 
Mary E. Murphy Apartments 

In February of 1970 at a 
special town meeting, just 
prior to the appointed mem¬ 
bers election in March, the 
WHA brough up the con¬ 
troversial issue of acquiring 
land along Wedge Pond. A 
zoning change of apartments 
was needed. 

Mary Murphy says, “Getting 
this land wasn't the easiest 
thing in the world, believe me. 
my blood is up here." We had 
opposition from the Con¬ 
servation Commission and the 
Cemetery Commission 
claimed access to the land." 

She recalls that thorough 
investigation of the deeds 
revealed that the land was not 
owned by the cemetery. 

Because Mary Murphy felt 
so strongly about the need for 
elderly housing in Winchester, 
she initially funded some of the 

authority's activities out of her 
own pocket, but she says, "I'd 
do it again in a second." 

Once the land was acquired 
by the WHA. the Department of 
Community Affairs gave them 
funding, and construction was 
soon underway. The chair¬ 
woman recalls that there were 
many heartaches along these 
lines. 

The trailer on the con¬ 
struction site had no heat They 
had to choose the brick on three 
different occasions, and had 
trouble obtaining some of the 
kitchen appliances. She 
remembers the architect 
saying, "I’ve never worked in a 
town like Winchester, they 
want this, that and the other." 

Mary Murphy is the first to 
admit that she hereelf is 
fastidious when it comes to 
judging performance If she 
didn't like something she 
voiced her opinion 

Prior to actual construction 
she visited housing authority 
projects throughout the stale to 
compare various features 
offered, and then incorporated 
those she liked best into the 
Palmer street buildings. 

In her opinion a facility in 
Rowley is the only one in the 
.stiftiy .wjhicl) she . thinks 
measures up to Mary E. 
Muprhy Apartments in Win¬ 


chester. Ironically enough. The 
Rowley facility was also built 
by architects. Edward Read, 
Sears and Associates and 
Rowley Housing authority is 
chaired by a woman. Mrs. 
Jessie MacMillan 
Mary Murphy says the 
pleasurable moments greatly 
outweigh the hassles en- 
courtered. She has fond 
memories of ground breaking 
in November. 1972 and open 
house in March, 1974 
"The open house was such a 
success that we had a tenant 
move in the next day. He was 
all alone without a telephone, 
and we were worried about 
him," she recalls. 

Her average day includes a 
myriad of activities. She chats 
with tenants, providing a 
listening ear to her friends. She 
says some of them are full of 
complaints. “You just try to 
soothe them over, look at some 
of their agss and realize that 
having something to argue 
about keeps many of them 
going." 

She keeps members of the 
authority informed of new 

developments, plans the 
agenda for meetings, inspects 
construction sites, signs checks 
and documents and keeps 
informed in her field. She also 
belongs to the Council on Aging 
and is a town meeting member. 

Mary Murphy credits her 
husband John with providing 
much of the force behind her 
position. "Because of his 
knowledge of real estate, he 
supplies a continual flow of 
advise." 

She says the tenants love 
him "They tell me to go home, 
but tell John he can stay 
anytime." This fall the Palmer 
Street Tenants Association 
named him an honorary 
member of the authority. 

“The minute I start to relax 
too much, he prods me in a nice 
way," she says. 

Her past involvement in 
procuring adequate housing for 
the elderly and handicapped 
has been triumphantly 
rewarding. She says. "It gives 
me a great sense of satisfaction 
to see their happy faces, and I 
have to thank the town for 
making it possible." 

She sincerely hopes that 
construction of a new housing 
facility at Old Lincoln School 
will meet Winchester's needs 
Proof that Mary Murphy's 
work is her life was evidenced 
when she and her husdhand 
visited Europe. Instead of 
Irodding down the well-beaten 
tourist trails, she was off ex 
ploving housing projects in 
countries they visited

Woburn's prime mover in 
this first great regional canal The "Floating 
Tow-path" breached the barrier of the wide 
Concord River here at Talbot Mills Agile 
footwork under the bridge at Talbot Mills 
revealed the grooves and the round steel 
hands which held the great wooden gates in 
place so they could easily pivot.

Ti ? question, " It's eleven o'clock: do you know where your kids are? ” Is 
still a pertinent one for Winchester parents. 

The school committee has presented the 1977 school budget, and It's up 
again. Town meeting has asked for a five percent cut, but the school board 
will have a hard time figuring out just where to do the trimming. Whatever 
the results, the taxpayers of Winchester will pay for it. 

If the town meeting mandate for a five percent cut is any measure (and 
it’s been known to fail), then the taxpayers aren’t too happy about all the 
money they pay out each year. And the possibility that it might go up is no 
doubt infuriating. 

Rut taxpayers have been for the most part silent on the issue of van¬ 
dalism in the schools. The damage has been estimated at $50,000 or more 
per year. 

Thai figure does not take into account the cost to students who can no 
longer use damaged facilities as part of the learning process; nor does that 
figure include the cost to teachers who can not utilize damaged facilities to 
teach. 

Most of the vandalism in the schools is being committed by children in 
the school system, which indicates another undetermined cost to the town as 
a whole that is yet to come: 

This is the cost of an attitude that condones destruction; an attitude of 
disrespect for persons and property; an attitude that arises put of a refusal 
to be responsible for one’s own children and raise them with an un¬ 
derstanding for the values past generations were raised with: the values of 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, not the non-values of easy-money 
and self-gratification. 

Again, it’s eleven o'clock: do you know where your kids are? If not, it’s 
about time you found out or it may be too late. 


The senior citizens 


If one were asked to name the least troublesome sector of the population, 
one would have to say without hesitation, the senior citizens. 

It may be sometimes comforting, sometimes disturbing to note that we 
shall all he members of that group in our society if we are lucky. That is, if 
we live that long. 

There is a persistent, if not highly visible, undertone in the land that 
senior citizens have become consigned to some kind of resignation from life 
into a seclusion of age, although they are still among us and very much 
active and alive. They are not in the proverbial rocking chair, as a cursory 
reading of their monthly bulletin will attest,

Right now their principal project is to enlist the aid of the public to help 
them with donations for their proposed new Senior Citizens’ Center. 

One of their members makes some salient points in a letter to the editor 
in today’s paper in reference to the center, and it is well worth reading. 

In confirming the center as the seniors' pet project, he says that "most of 
us have been taxpayers for more years than we care to remember, and 
many of us are still taxpayers and still voters in this town. 

"This time we have something in mind that we want for the senior 
citizens of this town, both those who are currently members of that 
fraternity, and those who, from year to year hereafter, will inevitably 
become members. In that sense what we propose will thus be used, even¬ 
tually, by everyone in town who manages to live out his days here. As I keep 
repeating, sooner than you think, you too will join our group! There is just 
no way no way at all that you can live and avoid membership in our group! 
We just got there a little while before you, thai^sull!” 

The seniors expect to raise nearly all of the funds for their ceyter from 
private sources, with minimal cost to the town. 

The letter-writer continues: "It is our feeling that a center for many will 
be much less costly for the town than hospitals for many; and sickness, both 
mental and physical, is what we are trying to prevent. 'Cheaper to give it to 
the center, than to give it to the hospital,' we feel.” 

So does The Star, and we urge the public to help in any way they can to 
bring the goal of the seniors to fruition. They have made significant con¬ 
tributions to society; they are still contributing. They deserve an en¬ 
couraging boost along the way. -J.R.S.

Pet project for town 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I didn’t read my .January 22 issue of The 
Staraselpsely as I usually do. Consequently I 
missed something that I now feel should be 
answered, even a! this late date. 

I missed (he part where The Star quoted a 
spokesman for the Winchester Capital 
[Manning Committee as characterizing the 
Council on Aging "push for a new Senior 
Citizen's Center" as a "pet project where 
those concerned take a somewhat insular 
view of the town's needs.” (Note: the Senior’s 
Association, not the Council on Aging, is the 
group to which the spokesman refers.) 

Well, in one sense, I think he was right. We 
do have a "pet project,"—all 3000 of us— 
grandfathers, grandmothers, fathers and 
mothers of many of those who live in the town 
today. Most of us have been taxpayers for 
more years than we care to remember, and 
many of us are still taxpayers and still voters 
in this town. 

This time we have something in mind that 
wo want for the senior citizens of this town, 
both those whoare currently members of that 
fraternity, and those who, from year to year 
hereafter, will inevitably become members. 
In that sense what we propose will thus be 
used, eventually, by everyone in town who 
manages to live oul his days here. As I keep 
repeating, sooner than you think, you too will 
join our group! There is just no way—no way 
al all I ha I you can live and avoid membership 
in our group! We just got (here a little while 
before you. that's all! 

Furthermore, since we propose to raise all 
costs for our project from private sources—if 
possible—whatever costs may eventually 
have to be borne by the town will, we hope, bo 
minimal. 

So, if tiie needs of the elderly be insular 
(because not everybody in town is elderly, 
yet), so are the needs of the children, because 
not everyone is still a child. We are three- 
fifths as many as they; they certainly 
manage lo get what they need—now please let 
us have what we need 

Remember, it is not for us, the present 
generation alone, that we ask: it is for the 
benefit of Ihe whole town in more ways than 
one. Active, interested, participating elderly 
people are much more likely to lie healthy, 
both mentally and physically, than elderly 
who are bored and inactive and shut up in Ihe 
house all day long, because they have nothing 
lo do and no pluce to go. 

It is our feeling (hat a center for many will 
lie much less costly for the town than 
hospitals for many; and sickness, both 
mental and physical, is what we are trying to 
prevent. "Cheaper to give it to the center, 
than to give it to the hospital," we feel! 

So we soon propose to give everyone in 
town a chance lo demonstrate his or her 
willingness to contribute to what will, sooner 
than they think, become their own center, for 
their own use. In this way we hope to keep the 
cost out of the already overburdened budget. 

We can do it, easily, if all will contribute! 
May we count on you?

‘Sam’ played real well

There were some marvelous moments 
during the Winton Club's production of "Play 
It Again, Uncle Sam." Again and again and 
yet again Uncle Sam and his supporters gave 
the audience glimpses of some fine acting, 
singing, high kicking, tambourine playing, 
and visual accents. 

The music was a smoothly executed 
collection of several songs associated in one 
way or another with the United States. 

There were some aspects of the show 
which stay with me a week later and probably 
will stay with me for several weeks to come. 

We heard Dot and Dick Santos as John and 
Abigail Adams in a moving sequence from 
“1776" and Phillip Wilson’s Ben Franklin 
extolling the virtues of a “nice fly kite." 

There was a rather sophisticated trio of 
colonial women extolling the virtues (or non¬ 
virtues) of George — Washington, not the 
hairdresser of the same name. 

There was a marvelous song by some 
colonial women waiting for ihe Revolution to 
start. "When will the ravishing begin?...Let's 
go and wait down by the gate — I'm in such a 
state — When will the ravishing begin?" Very 
funny, but a little more harmony might have 
added something to the humor. 

The props were good: a pigeon leaving 
Paul Revere's coppered hand, the trees 
surrounding the Concord Bridge (the runway 
was cleverly transformed into the bridge), 
Ben Franklin’s kites flying. 

Probably the best costuming was that for 
Paul Revere, who sat through a scene as a 
statue in the background and then came very 
much alive to carry us through to Boston 1976. 
Makeup and costume were perfect. 


Some of the best singing was done in a 
Julie London husky voice by Phyllis Williams. 
She belongs in a smoke-filled, intimate, 
elegant cafe with a single spotlight on her ' 
long black dress. (It must he time to think of 
Paris in the spring ag(tin...ah.) 

Ms. Williams' lament on Ihe “Boston I 
Used to Know" was stunning. 

Women's libbers, hippies. Hare Krishna 
converts, polluters, Birch Bayh, the I.R.S., 
the oil countries, and the United States were 
poked fun at in an evening of talent and fun. 

The high point, though, the one scene with 
outstanding lighting, music, acting, and 
choreography, each of them equally im¬ 
portant, was the scene called The Boston 
Massacre. 

The stage was darkened except for gaudy 
neon signs. Panne’s Foxey Friends were 
waiting with their dyed hair piled in 1955 
beehives, waiting for the men who frequent 
the combat zone. Like the Jets and the Sharks 
dancing on I heir turf in “West Side Story," 
the ladies of the night and their men con¬ 
trolled the stage. The music, the lighting, Ihe 
movement, all created for a few moments a 
mood, a sense of not watching but of being in 
the combat zone. It was beautiful. 

It was one of those rare moments when you. 
sit up over the stage watching yourself 
watching the stage. You know what you are 
seeing is special, but at the same time you are 
very much a part of.the scene. It happened to 
meat Peter Brooks' Boston production of "A 
Midsummer Night's Dream" a few years ago. 
It happened at the City Center Ballet in New 
York many, many times long ago. 

And it happened in the Winchester Town 
Hall last week.

A cooperative husband

When Ann Guilderson joined the working 
force last year, < changes occurred in the 
family’s eating habits. 

But the changes were for the better in 
terms of family participation and more 
economical food buying practices. 

"I used to have time to make everything 
from scratch, but not any more,” said Ann. 
She became an Arlington dental office 
manager when a friend left the post and asked 
Ann, a patient, if she would like to help out. 

One plus in her working life is an un¬ 
derstanding boss, Dr. Frank Traniello, who 
agreed on a shorter working day so Ann could 
meet her family needs and still work at the 
same time. 

Husband Jack agreed to take more of an 
active role in food shopping and menu¬ 
planning. 

"He was surprised at the high cost of food 
shopping, particularly items going up two or 
three cents every week," she said. Both go 
over the food ads very carefully clipping 
coupons and noting specials, particularly in 
meat. 

Jack's participation led him to take Ann's 
place in their Winchester fruit and vegetable¬ 
buying cooperative. Because his office is in 
his home and his working hours more flexible, 
he takes a turn every few weeks checking 
produce prices and taking orders from the 14 
families in the cooperative. The co-op, which 


is "Number Three," is deliberately kepi 
small in order to be more manageable 

The Guilderson children also share in 
household chores more cooperatively than 
before, Ann remarked. They are Mary, 14; 
Daniel. 12; Julia, 8; and John, 5. 

Ann remembered making her favorite 
creamed chicken recipe from scratch using 
fresh mushrooms and white sauce made from 
chicken stock and wine. Expensive patty 
shells were also used. No longer. 

"Now I use many shortcuts to have it on 
the table in 45 minutes," she said. Likewise, 
she developed simpler recipes for slowly 
simmered beef stew and long-cooking chili. 

Ann's quick stew is made in one hour 
Brown stew beef ("on sale, of course") in 
heavy pot. Add package of Lipton's onion 
soup mix, water or flat beer, a bay leaf and 
cup-up potatoes Toward the end of cooking 
add canned baby carrots and canned onions. 

Ann's quick Chicken 

Simmer three or four chicken breasts in 
water about 30 minutes, until tender. Do no! 
overcook nr meat will become stringy. 
Remove meal, skin, and cut into pieces. While 
chicken is simmering, saute some chopped 
green peppers and onions. Blend about can 
water with one can condensed cream of 
chicken soup. Lightly mix ingredients. Add 
peas, canned or cooked, and serve over rice. 
Optional: canned mushrooms and piemento 
may also he added.

As cynical as nne can become these days 
over the state of the economy and domestic 
and world affairs, on the eve of our country's 
Bicentennial, if only for a night, one can 
hardly resist sitting back in cabaret-style to 
enjoy a frolicking musical replav of 
America's past 200 years. 

"Play It Again, Uncle Sam," the Winton 
Club’s 55th Annual Cabaret show, filled the 
Winchester Town Hall with singing and 
dancing, pratfalls and selected glimpses of 
Americana last week in celebration of our 
200 th year. Through two acts, one in colonial 
setting and the other in a more or less 
present-day milieu, even the most cynical had 
cause to smile. 

The opening scene, a sober recreation of 
the signing of the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence in 1776, gives way to the musical in¬ 
troduction of the 13 colonists - one from each 
of the states in the tender Union - who signed 
the original charter. Their strutting exit from 
the stage strikes up the band for a gala follies- 
style statement of the overture, "Play It 
Again, Uncle Sam," and the entrance of 60- 
odd singers and dancers, including a won¬ 
derfully precise 16-member kickline. 

Scene changes during the show were ef¬ 
fected by means of vaudeville black-out skits 
in front of the curtain and on the cabaret 
floor. Setting up the first scene, for instance, a 
colonial homemaker, very obviously large 
with child, traverses the stage and hangs on 
the curtain a sign which reads, "George 
Washington Slept Here." 

Georgie's Girls, Martha Washington 
(Cathleen Gill), Betsy Ross (Dianne Gllnes), 
and Dolly Madison (Jane Olivadoti), take 
some pleasure in the ensuing scene expanding 
this example of colonial name-dropping by 
remarking in song that the stalwart hero of 
Valley Forge was indeed the "Father Of Our 
Country." 

Kite salesman Ben Franklin (Phillip

Wilson) then takes the audience through the 
steps of “how you make yourself a nice fly- 
kite." The nation's original Renaissance Man 
is backed up by a black-lit, psychedelic kite-in 
dance, choreographed not so much to 
stimulate our aesthetic sensibilities as to 
attract lightening, it would seem 

Dot and Dick Santos, portraying Abigail 
and John Adams, follow, singing a lovely duet 
from the musical "1776" which refreshes us a 
good deal. The husband-wife singers are well- 
known to Winton Club audiences and always 
provide great entertainment. 

There are in the first act subtle glimpses of 
what is to come in the future centuries. Even 
the stately minuet, as performed by eight 
aristocratic couples, foreshadows the coming 
of more earthy modes of dance expression - 
like "The Hustle" and "The Bump." 

Concord’s Old North Bridge is the scene 
for a dueling duet rendition of "Anything You 
Can Do I Can Do Better" sung by Colonists 
Don Getson and Bob Gedney and Red Coats 
John Culver and A1 Leach. Cabaret Chairman 
Ann McGovern and committee supplied the 
lyrics to this and other familiar tunes. 

An anachronistic "West Side Story" theme 
• remember the dance hall scene - provides 
the opportunity for eight lory couples and a

Charley Doherty of Stoneham is classic as 
a drill sergeant for a newly-recruited group of 
rugged militiamen He warns them that they 
are good-for-nothings and will find it tougher 
going once they join up with Washington’s 
Continental Army.

Her Majesty's rum. The skit is tremendously 
funny. 

Nancy Warnock’s Cradle of Liberty solo 
number, "I Can't Give You Anything But 
Love" und "Rock-A-Bye Your Baby," is a 
show stopper and prepares the stage well for 
the close of the first. 

The Winton Club Drill has been a favorite 
of cabaret audiences for years, and this 
year’s glittery twenty-member team did not 
disappoint. In dazzling silver lame tails 
jackets borrowed from lost year's Vlcent 
Club Show, the drill team marched, in-step, 
through intricate floor patterns, stars, and 


wheels all to the cadence of military marches. 
Several veteran Marines stood to sing along 
with the "Marine Hymn." This reviewer, 
however, was delighted by the piccolo player 
in Alan Smith's Orchestra doing the coun¬ 
terpoint solo on "Stars and Strips Forever. 

Transcending 200 years during (he 15- 
minute intermission, Act Two introduces 
selected slices of living in 1976. Serving as our 
guide through the present, the aged-bronze 
statue of Paul Revere comes to life and 
focuses our attention on the hub of the 
present-day counter-culture, the exotic 
grounds of the Boston Common...with its hare 
krishna people, its newspaper hawkers, pan¬ 
handling musicians, and assorted winos.

"I've Got You Under My Skin," is in 
sentiment perhaps a bit too resigned to the 
presence of emission control devices but 
received warm recognition from the audience 
nevertheless 

As if bodily carting away each and every 
one of his 16 "lovely" tax exemptions weren’t 
enough humiliation, Millionaire John llosmer 
is summarily stripped to his shorts by con¬ 
niving IRS agents in the following scene. Jack 
Child's trumpet begs for the lost few bars of 
"We're In The Money" as the scene ends. 

Firemen, hockey players, milk men, and 
cops...they enjoy being girls, but then remind 


us, in this left-handed salute to Women’s 
Liberation, that "you can't wear a Gucci 
pantsuit when you're out there driving a 
truck " Strictly old-style females these The 
skit, which seemed a bit contradictory to us 
when compared to the group of women put¬ 
ting on the show, drew a few hisses from the 
crowd. (We also understand that one member 
of the group had to be replaced when she 
refused to do the skit. Bravo!) 

Down at the corner of Washington and 
Boylston streets, six women in slit skirts and 
six men in wide-brimmed hats complete the 
movements of a spicy jazz routine when they 
are interrupted by the stealthy approach of 
six sinister figures carrying violin cases. On 
stage the six Mafiosi prove even more sinister 
as they unpack their cases and in unison 
fiddle the Combat Zone with Jack Benny's 
favorite song. 

The undying devotion of athletes to their 
sport is unquestionably what brings fans out 
to the park to watch them, and the 13 mem¬ 
bers of the Winton Club team prove the point, 
casting aside all possible temptation in 
deference to thoughts about "The Game.” 

OPEC often creeps into the headlines these 
days...and with thecnergy rich entrepreneurs 
come Oily Annie's Harem Scare'em Chic 
Sheiks, Araby’s answer to the percussion 
section ot the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
This rhythmic number lit up the house. Fif¬ 
teen tamborine ladies emerge from the rear 
seat of hubby's 18-carat Rolls and regale the 
audience and themselves with a style of 
tamborine playing that can be described only 
as tap dancing on wheels The scene was 
marvelously choreographed and a pleasure to 
all 

There was some concern during rehear¬ 


sals of the Winton Club show that the entire 
loo-plus member cast on stage foi the finale 
might be more weight than the stage could 
support Care to the wind, the finale was 
staged anyway. And what an extravaganza: 
singing couples, dancing girls and more 
dancing girls, kicklines.. whew...and to top it 
all, the lovely voice of Carol Chan singing 
"This Is My Country" and "God Bless 
America", ably aided by Bill Keogh at her 
side. 

And finally the big punch. Fifty cast 
members carrying a sign for every state in 
the Union. As the entire assembled cast joins 
in with "God Bless America" and the 
audience stands and also gets into the act, the 
fifty signs are flipped around to reveal a 
patchwork red-white and blue replica of the 
American Flag which spreads across the 
entire length of the stage. 

As ever, this year's Winton Club cabaret 
showed a good deal of creativity in its 
scripting, concept, and sets, much engaging 
talent in its cast, and countless hours of hard 
work. But, most of all. the show was just plain 
fun, for the performers as well as the 
audience. 

The Winton Club was founded in 1911 and 
since its beginning has continued to devote its 
energies to its originul stated purpose, to 
supply the total linen needs of the Winchester 
Hospital Proceeds from their annual cabaret 
show muke possible this continuing effort in 
addition to the Club's frequent donations of 
other hospital equipment Winton Club also 
provides services to hospital patients, staff, 
and visitors by running the hospital’s coffee 
and gift shops.

Board balks at policy , 
votes to mail warrant 
for primary election 


Selectmen voted Monday night at their 
regular meeting to mail a warrant for the 
March 2 Presidential Primary contrary to 
policy set by the town meeting. 

Three reasons justifying the mailing of a 
warrant for the March 2 primary, presented 
by Selectman John Sullivan, were: 1) the 
early date of the primary ; 2) the new system 
of precincts; and 3) the importance of the 
Presidential Primary, which only comes 
around every four years. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall advised, 
"You are not legally vulnerable for not 
mailing the warrant; but I don’t feel this is a 
propitious moment to stop the mailing." The 
mailing conforms with past town policy but is 
contrary to new policy established at the last 
regular town meeting. 

Despite a potential lack of workers for the 
upcoming elections, the selectmen passed 
motions to keep the polls open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m. for both the March 2 Presidential 
Primary and the annual town elections March 
30. 

The selectmen also voted to send out a 
separate warrant to the town's voters for the 
March 2 primary which will explain each 
voter's new precinct designation and the 
appropriate place of polling. The finance 
committee approved the earmarking of funds 
for such a warrant. 


Town Clerk Elsie Nelson opposed the 13 
hour voting day on the grounds that a number 
of commitments had been made with polls 
workers for an 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. schedule 
Citing the difficulty of getting anyone to work 
in the polls at all, she warned that the extra 
hour’s work might discourage some of those 
who had agreed to work and lead to a shor¬ 
tage of personnel on election day. 

Chairman Lawrence Smith noted that the 
by-law revision committee had recommended 
the 7 to 8 polling day and suggested the 
selectmen accept that schedule for the time 
being for all elections for the sake of con¬ 
sistency. 

Pointing to the possible confusion among 
voters arising from the new precinct plan, 
Selectman Arthur Dunbar favored the longer 
voting schedule because it would be con¬ 
sistent with past town policy. With the 8 to 8 
schedule, he said. "We'd end up with voters 
arriving at the wrong precinct at the wrong 
time." 

"Then that gives you an hour to get to the 
right one." responded Selectman William 
Chapman. 

The selectmen agreed to seek the 
assistance of local organizations in manning 
'he polls. Ms. Nelson noted that anyone who 
will be 18 years oid on or before March 2 can 
register and serve as an election worker.

School enrollment: 
Citizens hold the key 


The principal problem in at¬ 
tempting to determine what might 
he the future enrollment of Win¬ 
chester’s public schools is people. 

What will they do? Will they have 
more children over the next five 
years? Will they build on the 
remaining available potential 
houselot silos in town, and assuming 
they will, what kinds of houses will 
they erect?? 

Will they be single family houses. 
Maybe there'll be a rash of con¬ 
dominiums. Perhaps multiple 
dwellings of other kinds. Apart¬ 
ments? 

The Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee faced this problem with the 
committee that is working on 
alternative proposals in response 
to t In* declining school enrollments. 

This is the same problem that 
had tlie town in a tizzy last fall. 

The school board Monday night 
listened to a preliminary report of 
the committee, represented by 
Sandra Rodgers and Winchester’s 
coordinator of data processing, 
Arthur Sa rno. 

Sarno said they will have to 
approach the problem from several 
different ways simultaneously, "as 
the committee feels stongly that 


there is not one single way to look at 
or deal effectively with the 
problem.” The areas include: 

1— .closing and-or consolidating 
schools. 

2— savings realized through 
utilization of extra space in school 
buildings without closing schools, 
and 

M —savings realized in personal 
services in light of declining school 
enrollments. 

In their report the committee 
said they have "reviewed 
suggestions made on possible 
savings in personal services. Tlie 
committee has also spent a great 
deal of time studying the schools and 
utilization of extra school space. 
There are several possible options 
and ,supporting data for each is 
being developed.” Sarno explained 
clearly the unclear patli ahead in 
attempting to analyze projected 
enrollments and found plenty of 
agreement from Superintendent 
William C. MacDonald and mem¬ 
bers of the school committee. 
Together they explored possible 
ways to come up with some numbers 
they can work wdlh and the con

U. S. Court upholds conviction 
of machinegun bank robbers 


. r 

The United States Court of Appeals in 
Boston last week upheld the conviction of 
three men for the machine gun robbery in 
1973 of the Suburban National Bank at 
Woburn Plaza on Cambridge street on the 
Woburn-Winchester line. 

The Plaza area is used by many Win¬ 
chester residents, including a woman who 
was injured the day of the $17,()()() robbery 
when a stray gunman's bullet crashed 
through the windshield of her ear, causing it 
to veer off the road when she lost control. 

The convicts are all serving sentences at 
various U.S. prisons, and still face charges 
for the holdup in local jurisdictions.' 

Police expressed satisfaction at the denial 


of the appeal by the three judge panel o! the 
appeals court. 

Assistant United States Attorney Edward 
J. Ix?e, who was the prosecutor in the original 
case, was also representing the government 
in contesting the appeal. The robbers had 
been found guilty and each was sentenced to 
25 years in federal prison. 

Among the state charges still to he brought 
in local courts on dales to be announced are 
bank robbery, assault with intent to murder, 
possession of machine guns. 

The men were arrested in New York by 
federal agents shortly after the robbery, and 
charged at the time with the machine gun 
counts.

A potential new reason for vandalism 
at Winchester High School surfaced at 
the school committee meeting Monday 
night: 

Too much free time to roam the 
corridors for students of teachers who 
are absent because of illness. 

It led to the question of whether tu hire 
substitute teachers to fill in on the first 
day of absence of teachers, or whether to 
invest that money—about $12,000 in one 
new teacher, preferably of English, to 
the staff. 

School Committeeman Jack Noble 
offered a motion to hire substitutes for 
the first day of teacher absences. The

The ‘Abajona' has changed 


(The following was written by Abijah 
Thompson about 1837-40 and comes from a 
document in the Archival Center of the 
Winchester Historical Society.) 

"What I Remeber" by Abijah Thompson 

The square of land bounded by Pleasant 
St. (now Mt. Vernon St.), Main St. and the 
Abajona River .has somewhat changed in 
appearance since these dates. As then view ed 
bv the writer. Pleasant St. was not laid out or 
built There were no buildings upon the land 
except a large barn such as farmers are wont 
to build in old times, simply boarded and 
shingled, large doors at either end. It was old 
and delapidated. and was occupied by Mr. 
Samuel Steele Richardson as a stable for his 
horses, cows and carriages. The young man 
of all work employed by Mr. Richardson and 
in whose charge was committed the care of 
the before-mentioned property, was named 
Thomas Butman He was an entertaining sort 
of a genius and was fond of gathering the 
young lads 1 of that day around him at every 
opportunity. Under the leadership of Butman 
the boys hunted for eggs through the deep hay 
in the barn. It was here that he performed the 
wonderful act of putting a hen to sleep by 
placing her bead under her wing, setting her 
upon the floor, where she would remain quiet 
until wanted. After which he would quickly 
cut off her head, place her on her feet, giving 
us an opportunity to witness a hen running 
about the floor with no head. 

It was here the boys congregated to pitch 
coppers and tell stories. The carriuge en¬ 
trance to the barn was about where the en¬ 
trance to Mr. Stanton’s store now is, rising 
abruptly. At the entrance stood an old 
decaying apple tree (not the original Bald¬ 
win ) and farther to the right stood the old elm 
There were quite a number of other elms, 
some of which we see now standing 

Later the old well, the completion of which 
we have no knowledge, is now in existence 
and is still in use. Its location is directly under 
the shed attached to the Thompson barn now 
standing. The larger portion of the Thompson 
Estate was purchased of Samuel Steele 


Richardson by Benj. F. Thompson on or about 
the date before mentioned. The barn now 
standing was built by Mr. Sumner Richard¬ 
son. Later the present house, now standing, 
was built by the brothers Joseph and Seth 
Johnson.

An oft-heard question around town these days deals in wonderment about 
Winchester High School’s hockey team, and what’s wrong with it. How 
come, people who care wonder, the team is on a sustained losing streak? 

There are, of course, many and varied reasons, not the least of which is 
that they are getting fewer goals than their opponents. The object of the 
game is to put the puck in the other fellow’s net more times than he puts it in 
yours. Filamentary, my dear Watson! 

Hut getting it into the net! There's the rub. There are more ways to do 
this than there are hairs on a peach 

There are also many ways not to score. Chief among them is to play 
shorthanded a lot. That seems to be what the Winchester team excels in. 

For the uninitiate, playing shorthanded means that one or two of the 
team’s players are in the penalty box, havitig been sent there for an in¬ 
fra ct ion of tile rules by the referee. 

Some penalties are unavoidable, such as tripping, in which intent is not 
necessarily an important consideration. After all, the officials cannot read 
minds. An infraction is an infraction, according to the rules and they are 
called as the officials see them right before their eyes. 

Hut some penalties are avoidable. These are referred to by hockey fans 
as dumb penalties. They come about as a result of deliberate intent on the 
part of the perpetrator, either in anger or retaliation for real or imagined 
affronts by opponents. 

The Winchester High School hockey team has been taking too many 
dumb penalties. 

Why? 

Frustration, perhaps, at a losing record. Lack of leadership from those 
charged to be leaders? Discipline! Discipline! Discipline! 

Oftentimes, one dumb penalty leads to another. It happened in a recent 
game, when a Sachem froze the puck against the boards apparently in the 
belief that he would force the opponent to come in and get trapped into 
committing a penalty. Instead, the player saw what was happening, stood 
off and pointed to the player holding the puck against the boards with his 
skate and commanded the referee’s attention to that fact. Result? A penalty 
against the Winchester player and a resultant, “We were robbed’’ attitude. 
Hence, upon release from the penalty box, the player, in a retaliatory mood, 
immediately elbowed an opponent and was sent right back to the box. 

For those who do not know it, a team playing with a man short (in the 
penalty box), has to pit four men against five. This leaves one opponent 
always “open" and his teammates, ever watchful of opportunities to get the 
puck to him. do so when the chance comes, and more often than not, they 
score. 

Of course, playing a man short continues the relentless pressure on the 
goal keeper, whose job it is to keeplhe puck out of his net. If he is properly 
guarded by his two defensemen, his task is made somewhat less severe. 

But with <i,iv$ fnan clowtf. .tltA! i^itfcrtsUv.M.1 he'.jjfressure hgpught to bear on 
hirrf and fffWt llie rest ofW Mvtrf, MitThtmftifbetfl-able a*the opposition's 
power play works its interesting movements. 

If we cannot place the "Blame properly’'where it should be placed and 
we have suspicions we are almost certain of one thing: 

The kids more often than not imitate the actions of their elders. In this 
case, they seem to be emulating the overzealous activities of some of the 
professionals, namely the Bruins and visiting teams. 

In the case of basketball, some unfortuate imita tion of the antics of some 
players and of their coach seems to be in evidence. There is much un¬ 
necessary contentiousness with officials, which is always fruitless. They 
never reconsider a call, no matter how loud the players protest. The 
histrionics of the Celtics' coach will not gain for him the apparition of a 
"class guy." 

Hoys playing hockey at Winchester High, and elsewhere in fact, would be 
better off if they tried to remember back to the days when they were at less 
lofty heights, back to the formative years of pee wee and bantam, when 
their coaching was entirely voluntary on the part of dedicated men, and 
they were taught lo "PLAY" their way through without resorting to the 
hullyboy tactics so evident among the professionals. Some, indeed 
Philadelphia’s Flyers are a case in point, are little less than thugs on ice. It 
is always worth noting that players with questionable talent, are frequently 
cast in this rule. 

Perhaps the best advice we can offer the kids is to play it cool. More 
concent ration on playing to the best of one’s ability will produce more goals 
than time spent in the penalty box ever will. 

If you have to imitate someone, pattern your conduct on ice after the 
likes of .lean Kattelle of the Hruins, who is much like another gentleman of 
the hockey, .lean Bollevenu of Mont real, who during his playing career was 
the "class guy" of tin* league. Those two men are splendid examples of the 
best ina fine* game. .I.R.S. 
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Considering the recent lack of enthusiasm for town government, this tattered 
precinct bulletin board is perhaps an appropriate symbol of the times. At last 
checkinq, only one of eight precincts had filled its quota of 24 town meeting 
members.

On life’s beginnings . . . 

Angola mission cut short 


On a cool, dry morning, the dust just 
beginning to lift off the plain: distant shots 
crack through the clear air like single locusts 
snapping up from the dry grass It is the start 
of the hot season in Angola. 

Sister Nancy Canawav. now back in 
Winchester, left her mission in southern 
Angola in September, just before the hot 
season, and just before the Portuguese left for 
good and the already smoldering political 
tensions ignited into civil war. 

Sister Nancy is a native of Medford 12 
years ago she gave up the life of a secretary 
and joined the Medical Missionaries of St. 
Mary in Winchester. She trained at the 
Catherine l.aboury Nursing School at Carney 
Hospital in Dorchester and later traveled to 
the mother house in Ireland, where she 
studied midwifery 

A gray sparkle in her eyes reflects the pain 
and jov she has witnessed in life's beginnings 

— 


Ill the Angolans she worked with and 
cared for, she says. "They have a tremendous 
capacity to endure pain They bear their 
children without so much as an aspirin for an 
anesthetic." 

From the Ireland house she was assigned 
to Angola along with Sister Kllen Kenna. 
another member of the order. The two sisters 
spent several months in Portugal, learning 
the language and preparing for their African 
stay. 

In December 1973 they arrived at the small 
mission in south-central Angola, which 
consisted of three small buildings housing a 
100-bed hospital and a nursing school for 20 
local students The mission staff amounted to 
12 sisters and one or two priests 

Hut for most of the members of the 
mission, their residence was cut short last 
tall Two nurses and a doctor stayed behind. 

The mission also maintained a smaller 


clinic which was not always easy to get to. "It 
was a two hour drive in the dry season but 
w hen the rains came it look up to six hours." 
according to Sr Nancy. 

Communications with the rest of the 
country were even more tenuous “Nobody 
ever came down south: there's nothing to see 
there." 

Sa da bendeira was the nearest town, 
located to the northwest of the mission. Once 
a week a bus came through. "It was like the 
local telegraph Kveryone ran out to hear the 
latest news," Sr. Nancy said 

Southern Angola is arid and sparsely 
populated. The local natives live in small 
family groups spread throughout the bush 
rather than in villages. They are for the most 
part illiterate, excepting the students in 
training at the mission 

The Portuguese which Sr. Nancy and her 
companions had learned w as not very helpful. 
A priest w ho understood the local dialect had 
to translate into Portuguese for them 

However the Africans are well-fed and 
strong. A w heat-like grain, prepared as a 
spongy dough, serves as the diet staple. Cows, 
a symbol of wealth, are rarely eaten, but 
goats and pigs provide milk and meat During 
the wet season, running from November into - 
spring, the normally dried-up salt pans fill 
with water, and a somewhat miraculous 
abundance of fish supplements the diet 
During her stay. Sr. Nancy visited two of 
the larger coastal towns. Mocamades and 
Henguela On her first trip. Henguela was a 
pretlv harbor town dotted with elegant 
colonial homes. On a later visit she noted the 
atmosphere bad taken a turn the streets 
were in disarray, and slogans were scrawled 
across walls and fences 

Down south there were political rallies on 
Sunday mornings. About 50 persons would 
show up for these gatherings, which Sr. 
Nancy characterized as "more like a football 
rally" than a political meeting. Students from 
the nursing school and other local youths 
were the most interested group. Soldiers from 
one of the three major parties would exhort 
them to join their movement. 

(The three parties are the Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of Angola. 
MPI.A. the National Front for the Liberation 
of Angola, FNLA; and the National Union for 
the Total Independence of Angola. PNITA.i 
Most of tin- students sympathized with the 
MPI.A. partly because it was "the thing to 
do " However the local residents, w ho are 
largely uneducated and whose lives center 


around home and the land, supported 1 NIT A 

The highlight of these rallies came in early 
July, when UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi 
came south to speak. One thousand persons 
showed for the rally, no mean feat for an area 
whose population density is less than two 
persons per square mile Some came in the 
back of old trucks: most came on foot, 
perhaps walking for days. 

Little by little, life grew more tense The 
effects of first the coup in Portugal and later 
of the white exodus from the African colonies 
rippled down to the south 

Southwest African border posts, through 
which the sisters often passed to visit another 
mission, tightened up their restrictions Local 
whiles gathered at the nearby village of 
Kocades. where a garrison of Portuguese 
troops waited to leave. From there many of 
them fled across the border when the 
shoooting began 

Back at the mission. Angolan in¬ 
dependence fostered a strong national 
identity among the students. They became 
disagreeable toward the whites and were 
disinclined to accept criticism in the 
classroom. 

Sr. Nancy's reaction to her students' 
recalcitrance was clam: "You had to get used 
to certain things, to the way they would act 
now that the whites were no longer in power." 

"Accidents" began to occur. The sisters 
occasionally treated knife and gunshot 
wounds. In one case, a man who kept a pistol 
m his hut shot himself in the hand when some 
movement in the night scared him from sleep. 

Around the first of January last year, a 
soldier reported he had "lost" a grenade Not 
long after the report an explosion ripped 
through one of the classrooms in a local 
school, and two children had blown them¬ 
selves up 

Normally the priests would walk around in 
everyday clothes "But," says Sr. Nancy, 
"when things got hot. they started wearing 
their collars and made sure they were 
showing." 

All tlirdeof the political factions reassured 
the members of the mission that they would 
be left alone Their medical services, needed 
to treat malaria and lesser diseases and 
maintain public health in peacetime, would 
be even more valuable if and when lighting 
began in earnest 

Nonetheless their position in the country 
grew shakier The American authorities were 
urging U S citizens to get out. 

Sporadic fighting had broken out in Sa da 


bendeira: residents ran for cover when the 
shooting started in the morning: but they 
returned to the streets in the afternoon and 
w ent about their business. 

The MPI.A was stopping cars on the road 
and taking any money and weapons they 
could find. One Day Sr. Nancy and others 
from the mission were driving a group of 
Portuguese missionaries to the border. When 
they slowed the car to make a sharp turn onto 
the road south, an MPI.A unit, armed with 
machine guns, jumped from the hush and 
rushed their ear 

They recognized the sisters and questioned 
them. Sr. Nancy and her companions 
reassured the men that they were headed for 
another mission, not the border, and the 
soldiers let them go. 

At last, under pressure from the US. 
government, Sr. Nancy and most of her fellow 
missionaries arranged to leave. They drove 
down through Pereira d'F.ca to the south; the 
town was full of UNITA troops and had 


become a local stronghold for the movement. 

Once across the border into Southwest 
Africa, they traveled to Ondangua. a town 
swelling with refugees from the accelerating 
violence up north. There a South African 
administrator convinced them to stay on for 
two weeks to help out at a vaccination center 
for the refugees. 

Eventually they moved on to Johan¬ 
nesburg. in South Africa, and then flew home. 

After she arrived back in Winchester Iasi 
September, Sr. Nancy heard every few weeks 
from the doctor and two nurses still at the 
Angola mission; hut there has been no 
communication now for several weeks. She is 
worried, but her calm belies the worry. In her 
eyes one sees not anxiety, but patience, and 
faith. 

Politics is not her calling, but she did have 
one comment on the civil war; "I think there 
would have been a much better chance for a 
settlement and a lot less bloodshed if out¬ 
siders had staved out."

Adventures in Music set to 
select students to perform 


The fourth and final 
Adventures in Music concert of 
the current season is scheduled 
for Saturday and Sunday, May 
1 & 2at Lexington High School. 
This is perhaps the most ex¬ 
citing concert of the series, 
because again, as in past 
years, young people from all of 
the 17 A.I.M. towns Including 
Winchester, will be chosen to 
participate in the per¬ 
formance. 

The children will be selected 
to participate in three parts of 
the concert: playing in the 
orchestra, dancing in the 
ballet, and preparing an 
original musical composition 
to be performed by the A.I.M. 
orchestra. 

The young instrumentalists 
will be selected by competition 
from the sixth grades, and will 
perform a musical composition 
side-by-side with the members 
of the professional orchestra. 
Each town will submit a list of 
qualified instrumentalists who 
have been selected by 
auditions. From these lists, 
Newton Wayland, musical 
director of A.I.M., will select a 
few children from each town, 
and the music that they will 
play in the concert will he 
provided to them 


The auditions in Winchester 
will he held on Tuesday, 
February 24 (a released af¬ 
ternoon in the elementary 
schools) beginning at 1 p.m. at 
the high school. Anyone 
wishing to audition must 
prepare a short piece of music 
at his or her own level of 
proficiency, as well as he 
prepared to play a chromatic 
scale. 

To sign up for the auditions, 
the young people should con¬ 
tact the Town A.I.M. chair¬ 
man, Loretta Pharo by Friday, 
February 12. 

The ballet segment of the 
concert will feature the young 
people of all elementary school 
ages dancing to Gershwin's 
“An American in Paris." 
Auditions for the dance will be 
held on Monday, March I from 
3 to . r > p.m at the Bowman 
School in Lexington, under the 
direction of Judy Williams, 
A I.M.'s choreographer. 
Anyone of elementary school 
age is invited to audition. 

The composition segment of 
the concert provides an 
unusual opportunity for young 
people to express their musical 
talents. A few of the most 
outstnding short compositions 
submitted bv the children of 


elementary school age will be 
orchestrated by Mr. Wayland 
and performed at the concert. 

Those students wishing to 
submit their original com¬ 
positions for competition 
should keep the following 
guidelines in mind: 

- The composition must be 
written in ink on regular 8' i by 
11 music manuscript paper and 
must bear the name of the 
composer, his or her phone 
number, school, grade, town 
and music teacher. 

• The composition must be 
original and at least 24 
measures long. 

- Kntries will be judged on 
the basis of skill, depth and 
originality of melodic and 
harmonic invention, and 
musical notation, together with 
a sense of appropriate or¬ 
chestration. 

All entries are to be sub¬ 
mitted to Loretta Pharo by 
March 20 

This opportunity for young 
people to perform in a serious, 
almost professional concert is 
the culmination of the annual 
A I M. concert series, and is a 
way of encouraging these 
young people in their pursuit of 
music.

Russell was one of the oldest 
living graduates of Harvard 
College and was referred to as 

Mr. Hockey” in hockey cir¬ 
cles, having played in the first 
inter-collegiate ice hockev 
game ever played in North 
America. The game was 
between Brown and Harvard 
and was played at Franklin 
Park, Boston, on January 19, 
1898. Brown won by a score of 6 
— 0. In later years he skated 
for the St. Nicholas Club in 
New York and for U.S. 
amateur hockey teams against 
Canada. 

Rusell was born in Win¬ 
chester on March 16, 1877. He 
was the son of James William 
Russell and Ella Lephe 
Symines. After graduating 
from Winchester High School 
he went to 'Harvard, 
graduating in 1899. 

In the early 1900s he worked 
as a reporter for the Boston 
News Bureau, a financial 
paper, and when it was bought 
by Charles W. Barron, Russell 
became associated with Mr. 
Barron and his financial news 
companies in New York. 


For 28 years he was a con¬ 
sultant with Rath & Strong, 
Inc. of I^exington. At the time 
of his death he was senior vice 
president at the firm and was 
considered a leading authority 
on the motivation and 
productivity of labor. Mr. 
Sailing was also a registered 
industrial engineer. 

Born in Manhattan on July 1, 
•1918 to Frederick and Hilda 
(Swanson) Sailing, both 
natives of Sweden, Mr. Sailing 
•graduated from Amityville, 
New York High School in 1936. 
Ho attended New York 
University and Harvard 
College and graduated from 
the Harvard Business School in

Winchester is in trouble. The town's 
government Is being threatened by 
citizen apaty. Officials are worried: 

Selectman William Chapman "cannot 
believe what's happening in this town.” 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar says "It 
disturbs me greatly." 

Selectmen Chairman Larry Smith 
says "don't wait for somebody else." 

They are all referring to the lack of 
interest shown by the townspeople of 
Winchester in running for town office, 
both town-wide and town meeting 
member seats. 

Chapman said he was "appalled at the 
indifference or ignorance (of the town¬ 
speople) neither of which is excusable." 
He was at a loss for words, "which 
doesn't happen often to me.” to explain 
why the citizenry of Winchester does not 
take out enough nomination papers to 
have contests for the various town offices 
and town meeting member seats. 

Dunbar, assuring the board of 
selectmen that Ills 15-year-old daughter 


will take out papers for town meeting 
member as soon as she is of age. wants to 
see twice as many people running for 
office as there are seats available. 

"It disturbs me greatly." he says, 
"that this town shows such a lack of 
interest when it's the people’s dollars 
that are being spent. Through the 
charter, the board of selectmen Is going 
from administrative matters to more 
policy-making ones, (let up and get down 
to the town clerk's office. There can be no 
true representation on the town boards 
and in the town meeting if there aren't 
more people running for these offices.” 

Smith spoke for the board when he 
said that "this board's concern Is a real 
one. Winchester is in a new era of town 
government and we need to encourage 
those townspeople who may hesitate to 
take out nomination papers that the 
water is fine." 

He added, "Don't wait for somebody 
else. (lo today by 5 and take out 
nomination papers."

Election countdown 


As of late Tuesday, in only five of the eight 
town precincts have 24 or more citizens taken 
out nomination papers to run for town 
meeting member. The deadline for taking out 
papers is 5 tonight 

Each of the precincts has 24 vacancies to 
be filled as mandated by the town charter. 
Precincts 2, 6, and 8 do not have a sufficient 
number of candidates for a race. Precinct 5 
has just 24, thus assuring every nominee u 
seat, assuming all file papers with the town 
clerk's office for certification of signatures. 

The precincts break down this way: 
precinct 1: 27 have taken out papers and 12 
have already returned them for verification; 
precinct 2:17 papers out, 8 returned; precinct 
3: 30 papers out, 12 returned; precinct 4: 34 
papers out, 1G returned; precinct 5: 24 papers 
out, 9 returned, precinct 6: 19 papers out, 11 
papers returned; precinct 7: 28 papers out, 11 
returned; precinct 8: 20 papers out, 7 
returned.

After long campaign 

Save the Park heads for 
the town meeting floor: 
Here’s the background 


The Save the Park Committee wus 
established last summer by a gathering of 
neighbors who met to discuss the future of the 
Wadleigh School site. 

The Committee is concerned not only with 
this pecific site, but with the loss of open 
space in all of Winchester over the last 50 
years — due to the pressures of road con¬ 
struction, housing, school and municipal 
building needs. The Skillings Estate (now the 
parking lot opposite the Town Hall) is the 
foremost example; the area on which the new 
high school sits is an other. 

We urge the town to take a long, hard look 
at the loss of open space that has already 
occurred. When we evaluate our future needs 
we must strike a balance between open space 
and necessary construction that we all can 
live with. 

The Wadleigh School site has been devoted 
to the children of the neighborhood for over 
125 years. Since 1850, when the town was 
incorporated, several schools have stood on 
(his site. Each school provided space for 
children to play. In 1962 the last school was 
torn down and since that time the children of 
the neighborhood have had the use ol the 
entire space for recreation. A survey con¬ 
ducted last fall of 100 families in the area 
identified 111 children who use the park, 
virtually daily 

The Wadleigii School site is the spatial and

any article should make every effort to obtain 
background material before the time of 
discussion. Kenney writes, "we simply shall 
not be able to entertain at the Town Meeting 
questions of a nature that could have been 
answered by prior inquiry, This practice 
should prevail with respect to all warrant 
articles where prior information is 
available." 

Article 1. To see if the Town will receive 
and act upon a report of the Town Bylaws 
Revision Study Committee and enact a Code 
of Bylaws substantially in accordance with 
the proposed Code of Bylaws hereinafter set 
forth, appropriate a sum of money for the 
publication thereof or take any other action in 
relation thereto.

horhood, so called because it is surrounded by 
three of the most heavily travelled streets in 
Winchester - Mount Vernon Street, 
Washington Street and Mystic Valley Park¬ 
way. 

The loss of this space would force small 
children to leave this island for recreation. If 
any kind of building (with the possible ex¬ 
ception of a school) were to be built on the 
site, the children would huve to cross one of 
these busy streets. 

More than just a Playground 

But the area is much more than just a 
playground for small children; older children 
come to play catch and lo meet their friends, 
adults come to entertain little children or to 
walk their dogs, and of course many stroll 
through the park on route to the churches, the 
library and other public buildings in the area. 

The Save the Park Committee is at¬ 
tempting to preserve this small but vital 
green spot which is so much a part of the 
every day life of its neighborhood. 

At the Special Town Meeting, Feb. 23, 
Article 3 of the warrant will ask the Town 
Meeting to vote to approve the transfer of the 
Wadleigh School site, owned by the Town of 
Winchester, to the Board of Park Com¬ 
missioners or otherwise vote lo designate said 
land as a common or park dedicated to the 
use of the public.

Though the January statistics are as grim 
as ever, there are signs that the anti¬ 
vandalism campaign at Winchester High 
School is having some effect. There has also 
I teen much response from the town, and 
School Commilteewoman Cathy Fallon 
reported that, "The town is excited, things 
are happening.” 

Speaking at Friday’s meeting of the 
vandalism committee, Ms. Fallon also said 
she had heard through parents that, "In the 
past couple weeks, the high school has 
become a nicer place to be." 

The change is attributable to a number of 
actions by teachers, students, and ad¬ 
ministration, among them: 

The presence of student monitors in the 
cafeteria. Bob Sutherland, a student member 
of the high school “E & D" committee, said 
the response to the program has been good, 
especially among seniors. The monitors are 
encouraging others to help keep the cafeteria 
cleaned up. 

Tome Walsh, a teacher at the high school, 
said there is “a new aggressiveness" among 
teachers in identifying problem students and 
dealing with them now that the teachers feel 
the cooperation of the administration behind 
litem. Faculty members have been spending 
more time monitoring the corridors and 
bathrooms. 

When the administration threatened to pul 
locks on the girls rooms, several girls !x*gan 
an effort to clean up the rooms and avoid any 
further misuse. 

The committee has also had response from 
various town groups, including the 
ecumenical council, the conservation com¬ 
mission, a local Environmental Proteection 
Agency representative, and several private 
individuals. 

January statistics for vandalism in the 
schools are as follows: $0,010 in damage at the 
high school; over $800 for junior high and 


elementary schools; and two cases of 
restitution which added up to just over $60 of 
the damage. 

Ms. Fallon submitted to the committee a 
report from the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare which cited 
alienation as a major cause of student in¬ 
difference toward vandalism. Several

Board urges

all the business of the town meeting is com¬ 
pleted. 

Also new will be the formation of standing 
committees of the town meeting, these to 
include the personnel board and two new 
committees, the committee on government 
regulations and the committee on rules.

In administrative organization, the 
revised bylaws would make the town clerk a 
position to be appointed by the town manager 
for a term of one year. Now the position is an 
elected one for a three-year term. 

Town counsel and the town engineer would 
be appointed, town counsel by the board of 
selectmen and town engineer by the town 
manager, to serve at the pleasure of their 
appointers. 

Other aspects of the revised bylaws per¬ 
tain to administration of the department of 
public works, mandated by the charter, so- 
called police sections (those which begin “No 
person shall..."), and general organization of 
what had been loosely and incoherently 
collected into the town bylaws. 

Article 2 To see if the Town will ap 
propriale a sum of money for the purpose of 
Special Education to be added to the account 
No. 6100, Other Expenses - Schools, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 

This article would give monies for the 
further implementation of diopter 766. 

Article 3. Shall the Town meeting vote to 
approve the transfer of the lund described...to 
the Board of Park Commissioners or other¬ 
wise vote to designate said land as a common 
or park dedicated to the use of the public. 

Approval of this article would transfer the 
former Wadleigh school site at Ml. Vernon 
and Myrtle streets to the park department to 
be open space. In effect, any change in that 
parcel’s use would necessitate asking the 
stale legislature to release it. This is virtually 
impossible and so the use as park land would 
be almost guaranteed.

presentation before the various town boards 
and the League of Women Voters. They will 
make their presentation again on the floor of 
town meeting. 

Article 4. To see if the Town will ap¬ 
propriate a sum of money to be expended by 
the Town Manager for the purpose of in¬ 
stituting a town-wide sewerage study by 
contract, a portion of the cost of said study to 
be reimbursed by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts-Water Resources Com¬ 
mission. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will hear and 
act on a report by the Selectmen concerning 
collective bargaining procedures • and 
agreements, if any, with the International 
Association of Fire Fighters, Local 1564, raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for any 
revisions or adjustments of wages and 
salaries for employees under collective 
bargaining agreements or otherwise... 

Passage of this article would allow the 
collective bargaining decisions reached with 
the firefighters and the town, after many 
months of negotiation, to be implemented. 
The board of selectmen placed this article on 
the warrant after Town Manager Thomas J. 
Groux and the local announced their wage 
agreements. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will ap¬ 
propriate a sum of money to be added to the 
account No. 1500 Legal, Other Expenses, to be 
expended...for special counsel to represent 
the Town in the pending litigation concerning 
the construction of the New High School. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will ap¬ 
propriate sums of money to the following 
budget: No 1500 Ixigal - other Expenses. 

Passage of these two articles would assure 
funds for the hiring of special counsel to 
represent the town in its litigation with the 
White Construction Company. The town has 
withheld payment of nearly $ 100,000 to the 
White Construction Company, pending 
repairs of existing leaks. White has sued the 
town, which has, in turn, countersued the 
construction company. Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall does not have time to take on 
what appears to be a lengthy litigation in 
addition to his other municipal duties. 

Article 8. To sec if the Town will amend the 
Zoning Bylaw and the Map incorporated 
therein by changing land... known as No. 270 
Washington Street, from a General Residence 
District to a General Business District. 

Donaldo Gattineri, who owns the property, 
plans to transfer the property to the Win¬ 
chester Savings Bank if the zone change is 
approved by the town meeting. 

The bank wants to construct a one-story 
drive-in branch at that location. Previously 
270 Washington st. was a lodging house of 
multiple occupancy and was a trouble spot for 
police, the board of health, and neighbors. 

A bank at that location would not ap¬ 
preciably increase the amount of traffic in 
that area, according to Lt. Andrew Crawford, 
acting police chief, and John McKinley, 
safety officer. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to 
revise the Zoning Bylaw of the Town by 
amending Section 4.4 Table of Use 
Regulations...to read...‘‘20a - Municipal 
waste disposal facility for rubbish, garbage, 
or other refuse originating within the Town." 

Article 10. To see if the Town will ap¬ 
propriate a sum of money in addition to sums 
previously appropriated to be expended by 
the Town Manager for the design and con¬ 
struction of the Solid Waste Transfer Station 
or take any other action in relation thereto. 

Passage of these two articles is necessary 
in order for plans for the construction of a 
rubbish transfer station, as ordered by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

The town is working under a schedule of 
deadlines which must be met or else the town 
will face possible fines of $25,000 a day. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will accept a 
grant of $6,000 from the Department of 
Community Affairs — Office of Bicentennial 
Activities, being a 50 percent contribution 
toward the construction of the Aberjona 
Bicentennial Bikeway the same to be ex¬ 
pended by the Board of Selectmen.

Other suggestions due 

Finance Committee concurs 
on proposed by-law revisions 


In a discussion of Articles appearing in the 
warrant for town meeting February 23, the 
finance committee concurred on revisions 
made by the Bylaw Revision Study Com¬ 
mittee, under article one, and voted to sup¬ 
port the zoning change of 270 Washington st., 
under article 8. 

Along with approval of the proposed bylaw 
changes, FinCom willl bring to Town meeting 
certain recommended alterations. 

Under Chapter 4.1.2 regarding town 
manager’s submission of the proposed budget 
for the ensuing fiscal year to the finance 
committee, they would prefer that the 
February 15 deadline be moved up to a date 
which would allow them more time to prepare 
their message to the annual Town Meeting. 

It was mentioned that the town of Andover 
FinCom, under a similar program budget 
system of town management, receives their 
proposed budget at the end of January, and 
has until late April to prepare for town 
meeting Andover's FinCom, however, does 
not discuss individual committee budgets 
until the town meeting. 

As the bylaws currently stand FinCom 
must only present the proposed fiscal budget 
to town meeting. 

Under Chapter 2 Section 4.1.5. they support 
the substitution in paragraph three to read. 
"Copies of such committee reports shall be 
distributed to every dwelling in town and to 
the town moderator, to each town meeting 
member, to each member of the school 
committee and to the heads of all town 
departments." 

This alternative to town meeting at¬ 
tendance, the committee feels, is the tax- 
paying citizen’s right, since they are footing 
the town’s bills. 

FinCom urges a discussion at town 
meeting regarding the suitability of all

Special consideration was given to 
working regarding Town Meeting Adjourn¬ 
ments in Chapter 2 Section 2.4. While FinCom 
members voted to let it stand as stated in the 
Bylaw Report, they have full intentions of 
making sure the subject comes to the floor of 
town meeting. 

There was discussion that the hackneyed 
expression of "hackney carriages" be for¬ 
feited for a more modern term such as 
"taxicabs." Some members favor retaining 
the historical terminology — reminiscent of 
the bygone horse and buggy era. 

Article 8-270 Washington st. 

FinCom obtained a majority vole sup¬ 
porting the zoning change at 270 Washington 
st. from residential to business. 

Weighing the alternatives members 
decided that the satellite business area at the 
corner of Washington and Swanton streets 
would remain healthier with the presence of a 
bank at the location. They do not fear any 
further business encroachment of the area. 

Support of the amendment goes against 
the consistent policy bf Planning Board to 
turn down zoning changes. 

FinCom reports that Winchester Police 
feel no additional cost will be incurred by the 
proposed extension of business zoning. The 
increase in traffic flow is predicted to be no 
greater than 9-10ths of one per cent, with peak 
traffic occurring at 8 a.m. and between 3 and 
7 p.m. This would yield a two per cent in¬ 
crease of vehicular traffic during business 
hours, whereas an around the clock predic¬ 
tion makes the increase seem less ap- 


to the public and there are no 
prerequisites.

1 understand that the members off the By- 
Law Revision Committee remain ready and 
willing to discuss with any interested citizen 
any question relating to their proposal. 

With this in mind, and in view of the public 
hearings previously held, we simply shall not 
be able to entertain at the Town Meeting 
questions of a nature that could have been 
answered by prior inquiry. This practice 
should prevail with respect to all warrant 
articles where prior information is available. 

We look forward to an effective Town 
Meeting on the 23rd.

Time was when yon could drive through 
the Town of Brookline and you would think 
you were m Hie country, with Ihe shade trees, 
tlie big lawns, an occasional meadow, and 
even a woodlot or two. Time was. too. when 
downtown Winchester was a sprawl ol 
railroad tracks, loading platforms, and 
dilapidated buildings, and one ot the biggest 
buildings in town was the Reggs and Cobb 
tannery over on Main street 

The only meadows in Brookline these days 
are the property of the Country Club, while in 
Winchester the tracks through the center 
have been hoisted over the street, and long 
ago the sheds were pulled dhwn And when Ihe 
tannery burned to the ground in the fifties and 
wasn't rebuilt, the event pretty much closed 
the honk oil the origins Winchester had in 
common with neighboring Woburn 

Winchester these days is a peaceful 
residential community which, though 
sometimes a big smug, nevertheless makes 
living in Winchester a very pleasant ex 
perience. But change keeps coming, and it 
you don't think so, just speak with some of the 
people who donate their time as members of 
the Winchester Planning Board They arc 
talking about an ultimate town population ol 
35,000 which means a larger fire department, 
a larger police department, more staff in 
Town Hull, larger library (including, 
perhaps, an additional branch or two), and so 
on. The only thing that will not be expanding 
is the amount of space our town lias to ac¬ 
commodate it all. 

It was the issue of space to accommodate 
these growing needs that brought out one of 
the town's neighborhoods to an open meeting 
in the field next to Town Hall which used to 
contain the old Wadleigh School. The meeting 
was a friendly, informal gathering and il 
occurred on a pleasant summer evening in 
1975. It was a community concern that 
brought them out. and it was a community 
concern that has had them working together 
ever since. 

Winchester’s "sense of community" 
manifests itself most visibly at the time of

Town Day, the ENKA Fair, and also of course 
at town meeting Bui it lias its less formal 
aspects as well, such as when a group of 
concerned citizens promoted the installation 
of a traffic light nl an intersection, and also 
from lime to time when a neighborhood takes 
an interest in the planned construction of an 
apartment or other such building in their 
area. And so it was that the “Save the Park" 
committee received its mandate on that 
balmy evening in 1975, and so also it has come 
to pass that this group will make its appeal to 
town meeting February 23. 

Save the Park believes that small children 
need a neighborhood park that they can get to 
without crossing busy streets, that 
adolescents need a place lo gather in¬ 
formally. that parents need a spot to take 
toddlers for some gentle recreation and a 
little fresh air. Save the Park believes that 
our Town Hall, library and other public 
buildings in the area ought not be denied an 
unobstructed green space which unites these 
buildings to make a civic grouping instead of 
a scattering of individual buildings 

And it believes that the pressures for space 
to build this or that building and respond to 
this or that new emerging social need are 
sufficient to overwhelm even our own hardy 
band of elected representatives, and that 
unless this park and others in the town 
similarly situated are not sequestered, then 
sooner or later they will simply disappear. 

Over in Brookline these days they don’t 
talk much about open space, piaces to play, 
town greens, and the like. With with all the 
multi-family dwellings, Ihe enormous 
apartment buildings, and the increasingly 
tranasient population, there really aren’t 
very many neighborhood "communities" 
which would host such a discussion. And there 
isn't much space left for alternate-use con¬ 
sideration anyway. Brookline has, in fact, 
lieconie a part of the city. 

The idea of "community” is a fragile one. 
It's not just doing something together, or even 
living together. It's a spiritual tiling, a sense 
of belonging, a secure sense of place, which 
now and again manifests itself in group ac¬ 
tion It’s what makes a neighborhood 
something more than a cluster of houses, and 
it’s what makes an invasion of such a neigh¬ 
borhood seem so threatening. 

And that is what Save the Park is ail about.

Adams and ‘sinfulfeasts’

When John Adam s was in Philadelphia at 
the Continental Congress, he wrote to his wife 
Abigail of superb meals he called "sinful 
feasts." 

He described one encounter with "Ducks, 
Hams, Chickens, Beef, Pigs, Tarts, Creams, 
Custards, gcllies, fools. Trifles, floating 
Islands, Beer, Porter, Punch, Wine." 

Abigail was struggling with the family 
farm in Braintree, coping with food shortages 
and devastating illness when she received the 
letter. Little did she know that history would 
take her husband to the highest positions in 
Ihe founding of the fledging nation, in¬ 
ternational diplomatic circles, and the 
presidency of the United States. 

The outstanding TV series, which 
dramatized the above event, is bringing to life 
the early days of our country through the 
papers and letters of one family. Don’t miss 
"The Adams Chronicles." 

Although the first chapters have brought 
the brusque John Adams to life, covering his 
career from rural lawyer to statesman and 
diplomat, one bonus has been the 
dramatization of his intelligent, resourceful 
and capable wife. 

As the wife of the second president of the 
United States, Abigail was the first mistress 
of the White House which was formally 
opened as the President's Palace on New 
Yar's Day, 1801, the last year of her 
husband's term. The house was half-finished, 
damp, drafty and located in a swampy village 
of 3000 souls called Washington. 

Throughout her life she championed 
causes far in advance of her era — vote for 
women, abolition of slavery, extended 
educaton of the young of both sexes. As the 
beloved wife of one president and mother of 
another president, her influence was felt. 

Early reporters described Abigail’s ap¬ 
pearance in brocade and velvet during the 
formal reception at the first White House in 
1801. John and Abigail greeted their guests 
who partook of cakes and tarts, curds, 
creams, trifles and sylabub. 

But her heart belonged in Massachusetts 
and at the end of her husband's term that 
same year, she wrote "I can return to my 
little cottage and be happier.” It was a wish 
that husband John often expressed although 
he served his country for years away from his

She served Floating Island at the White 
House reception and the White House Cook¬ 
book of 1887 featured it. The dessert is a 
culinary classic and enjoys periodic revivals.

they will also deal with various public 
programs, housing and industry. 

The intent of the state is to coordinate its 
efforts with individual towns to establish 
statewide growth policy for the next 10-15 
years.

"What scares the devil out of me," he 
continued, "is that we will participate and gel 
hooked into this, and then the state will end up 
not going by the town's idea of what's good for 
them "

students, along with other members of the 
committee, backed up this contention and 
added that peer group pressure is also a 
major factor. 

Student Amy Puffer, who has informally 
interviewed a number of her schoolmates, 
said many students felt that no one was 
paying attention to them and that they did no! 
feel that there was anything worthwhile for 
them al school. 

Ms. Puffer was supported by parent 
Phyllis Williams, who agreed that, "There’s a 


strong feeling in lots of kids that no one cares, 
no one gives a damn." 

Peer group pressure is another major 
factor behind student attitudes: an individual 
will often abide by standards that are not his 
own in order to be accepted by a group. 

This was substantiated by Steve Byrne, a 
representative from the ecumenical council 
and a religious education instructor at St. 
Eulalia's Church, and. by Bob Sutherland. 
Byrne commented that'when students act in 
“less than acceptable ways," they are often 
acting under pressure from their peer group. 

Sutherland, who has spoken with a number 
of students about school problems, said that 
when he talked to individuals, they sounded 
willing to change their attitudes; but when 
those same students were with their “group," 
they would cling to the group's standards. 

Another student, Brian Tarbox, took an 
informal survey at the high school and came 
up with the following results: If anommity 
were assured, kids would turn in vandals by a 
ratio of 4-1; but if nnonmmity were not part of 
the deal, the figures reversed — four-fifths of 
the students would not turn anyone in; and 
boys were less willing than girls to turn 
someone in. Tarbox concluded that “the basic 
reason for not turning a person in is fear.” 

Despite over 200 family conferences and a 
good number of suspensions, suspension is not 
always viewed as a threat. Assistant Prin¬ 
cipal Vandy French, responding to criticism 
that the administration is doing little to 
discipline offenders, said that is it is hard to 
change behavior patterns which are subject 
to influence from outside the school, such as 
from family end peers. 

“Students feel suspension is a joke,” ac¬ 
cording to Tarbox, who was backed up by 
other students who argued that kids are not 
aware of what measures are taken against 
vandals and see no effect. 

Taking the point a step further, Rev. 
Sherrill F. Munn, minister at the Second 
Congregational Church, said the kids he has 
talked to see suspension as a status symbol 
within their peer group. 

Suggestions for programs ranged from an 
adaptation of the system now in use at 
Parkhurst School, called "helping hand,” to 
programs in the sophomore study halls 
modeled after (he recent workshop on 
alcohol. 

A promotional campaign will gel un¬ 
derway with the help of students Amy Puffer, 
Maria Cosentino, and Laura Bund. Another 
proposal was for a combined arts and in¬ 
dustrial arts show al the high school, which 
would be a means for all to show pride in their 
work, be it an oil painting ora rebuilt flathead 
V-8. 

Ms. Fallon noted that she had put two 
parents to work at the public library 
preparing a bibliography on the subject of 
vandalism. Also, two lawyers had called her 
to suggest coming to speak at the high school 
on the legal aspects of school problems.

Harris Richardson 

Senator Harris Sawyer 
Richardson, who spent much of 
his life in public office both 
here in Winchester and in the 
state house, died February 17 
at Winchester Hospital. He was 
89. 

Sen. Richardson was a 
resident at 15 Ml. Pleasant st. 
Horn in Vershire, Vt., January 
10, 1887 to Franklin D. and 
Caroline (Orr) Richardson, he 
attended Chelsea High School 
and Harvard University. He 
owned Richardson's Market on 
Mt. Vernon street 

A past chairman of both the 
Winchester Finance Com¬ 
mittee and the Board of 
Selectmen, he was also a 
member of the Winchester 
Hoard of Appeals and the 
Planning Board. He chaired 
the Republican Town Com¬ 
mittee of Winchester and in 
1950 was elected to the 
Massachusetts State Senate. 

Sen. Richardson went as a 
delegate to the 1944 Republican 
National Convention and 
served on a number of 
legislative committees. From 
1945-47 he chaired Ihe Ways 
and Means Committee, and he 
was chairman of a recess joint 
committee on Ways and Means 
lo Study Finances of the 
Commonwealth.

In 1948 and again in 1950 
Richardson held the reins of 
the Senate presidency; in the in 
between year, he was the 
Republican floor leader of the 
Senate 

The Women’s Republican 
Club of Winchester sponsored a 
lestimonial dinner in 1950 in 
Richardson's honor. At that 
time he was praised as a man 
who. “Established himself as a 
leader of the Republican Party 
ahd as a conservator of the 
people’s money by being a two- 
fisted fighter for economy in 
government and against 
waste." 

Sen. Richardson belonged to 
the Prudential Committee of 
Ihe Winchester First 
Congregational Church and 
was first vice president of Ihe 
Winchester Trust Company. 

He was a past master of the 
William Parkman Lodge of 
Masons; past high priest of the 
Woburn Royal Arch Chapter; 
and a past president of the 
Winchester Rotary Club 

The funeral service will be 
held this afternoon at 2 at the 
First Congregational Church. 
Burial will be at Wildwood 
cemetery. 

Sen. Richardson leaves his 
wife, Ann Thayer Richardson; 
sister Nina Alice Richardson; 
and son Harris S. Jr., all of 
whom are Winchester 
residents. 

Also surviving him are 
Franklin Thayer Richardson, 
Wilbraham; and Dorothea R. 
Wendell, Wilmington, his son 
and daughter. He is survived 
by nine grandchildren and one 
great-granddaughter.

Approximately 12,577 Winchester 
residents are eligible to vote in the 
Presidential Primaries March 2. 

Polling places for each precinct are as 
folloVs: Precinct 1—Washington School;

Lincoln School; Precinct 4—Mystic School; 
Precinct 5—Ambrose School; Precinct 6—

Committee favors public scrutiny of teachers 


The Winchester School Committee agreed 
Tuesday night to publish the names of first 
and ^second year teachers up for review, 
pending a formal vote at their next meeting 
Saturday. Although a motion to reveal the 
names was defeated 3-3, two of the dissenters, 
Robert Frank and Stephen Parkhurst noted 
that they were in favor of the move but 
wanted to wait and see what the reaction will 
be to last week’s announcement of the names 
of teachers up for tenure. 

The committee also discussed per¬ 
formance objectives for the new General 
Students program at the high school and 
deliberated over the status of music and 
physical education programs at in the 
schools, both of which are being pinched by a 
tight budget. 


Superintendent William MacDonald 
reported that he has received about a dozen 
responses from parents relating to the 
published tenure list. Hesaid he is attempting 
to get copies of the letters out to the teachers 
who are mentioned in the letters so that they 
will have an opportunity to respond. 

“I don’t want to see any letter that the 
teacher involved has not seen first,” said 
School Committeeman Robert Frank. “We 
should avoid getting into a one-sided ap¬ 
proach." 

MacDonald agreed that the teachers 
should have the opportunity to respond and 
added that any parent with a problem should 
first attempt to discuss it with the teacher 
rather than going through the school ad¬ 
ministration. 


Committeewoman Mary Pronski moved 
that the school board continue the policy by 
printing the names of first and second year 
teachers up for review. She suggested that the 
list be printed earlier to allow all sides times 
to respond to complaints. 

Commenting on the lack of response from 
the teachers, board member Jack Noble said 
he was "shocked” that the WEA does not 
communicate directly with the school com¬ 
mittee. ‘‘It seems like they tend to think that 
the negotiating- table is the only way to 
communicate.” 

Chairman Richard Pharo then quoted 
several passages from an article in Friday's 
Woburn Daily Times, whose correspondent 
had apparently spoken with Frances Ger¬ 
shwin, president of the WEA. According to the 
article, the WEA was looking into possible 
legal action against the committee for 
publishing the names. The article qoted Mrs. 
Gershwin as saying that the printing of the 
list was in effect an evaluation process not 
included in the teachers' contract and con¬ 
stituted a possible violation of the contract. 

Frank pointed out that the contract states 
the minimum guidelines for evaluation and 
docs not restrict any expansion of the process. 
Although he was in favor of printing the list 
for first and second year teachers, Frank said 
he “wanted to let the dust settle” before any 
final vote.

Local surgeon is 
named in case 
now under probe 

Winchester heart surgeon, Dr. Warren J. 
Taylor, of Edgehill Rd., was prominently 
named this week in an investigation of the 
high rate of deaths of heart surgery patients 
at Malden Hospital, where he is chief of 
surgery. 

He is former chairman of the Winchester 
Board of Health. 

The mortality rate of open heart surgery 
patients was reported to be 51.6 per cent, after 
operations by Dr. Taylor's team. 

Dr. Taylor, who had been in New Orelans 
lo take over Ihe presidency yesterday of the 
American College of Cardiology, a 6900- 
member society, resigned on the eve of his 
scheduled takeover of that post. He cited 
"personal reasons” for his resignation. He 
issued a statement in which he said: "I will 
not allow adverse personal publicity to reflect 
on the college.” 

This week the FBI revealed that more than 
100 Boston area doctors have received 
anonymous, hand-written death threats since 
last November. 

Dr. Taylor is said to have been one of the 
recipients of such threats. 

He served on the Winchester Board of 
Health for some 16 years and declined to run 
for reelection lost year. He served about five 
years as chairman of the board. 


Town meeting off 
to marathon crawl 


Despite the efforts of several 
town meeting members to put off 
discussion of article 1 of the warrant 
until Thursday, the first session of 
the special town meeting spent three 
hours Monday amending, 
discussing, and voting on the first 
three pages of the proposed by-law 
revisions. 

Town Moderator Raymond 
Kenney received 45 amendments to 
the first article, which contains 12 
chapters of proposed revisions to the 
town’s by-laws. This is the first time 
since 1953 that the by-laws have 
been revised. 

Several town meeting members 
said they did not want to discuss the 
article without having copies of 
amendments, some of which are 
lengthy, in hand. Although the 
standing vote of 55 ayes- 98 nays 
was to keep article 1 for discussion 
Monday, the effect of Arthur 
Hewis’s constant questioning and 
expounding on each amendment 
was to put off much of the debate 
until Thursday. 

Almost all of the first night's 
discussion was about chapter 2, 
section 1, ‘‘Manner in which town 
meetings are to be called.'’ 

Amendments were defeated 
which would have changed the 
number of days for notifying town 
meeting members of the warrant 
from seven to 21. Several speakers 
urged the longer notification period 
because of possible delays in mail 
service, more time for analysis and 
Information gathering before town 
meeting, and possible illegal action 
by the town meeting if everyone 
does not receive the warrant in time. 

Selectman John Sullivan told the 
town meeting members of the dif¬ 
ficulties of having to leave the 
warrant open for 30 days before 
town meeting to Include all articles 
and then trying to print and 
distribute the warrant within the 
following nine days. 


The selectmen, whose duty lt is to 
post and distribute the warrant, are 
charged by the charter with 
scheduling a town meeting 30 days 
after articles for the warrant have 
been submitted to them. 

Town meeting member Hewis, 
who spoke each time an amendment 
came up for discussion, said, "the 
problem with mailing and 
distribution is that the warrant 
could lie in the post office for two 
days before we get it. I get my mail 
late in the afternoon. That would put 
me back three days before I'd have 
the warrant In hand. We ought to 
have a bona fide copy...legal notice 
is when it’s in your hands.” 

As the proposed by-law revision 
now stands, legal notice is served 
when the warrant is posted on the 
town bulletin boards seven days 
before the tdwn meeting. , 

After lengthy discussion ranging 
from postal service to what town 
bulletin boards are, the town 
meeting voted no to the amend¬ 
ments which would change the 
length of notice to 21 days and the 
actual receipt of the warrant as 
legal notice. 

In other votes, town meeting 
accepted an amendment changing 
the title of section 1.2. from 
‘‘Posting’’ to ‘‘Notification’’ 
regarding the placing of the town 
meeting warrant on the town 
bulletin board. 

The author of this amendment, 
town meeting member Erlkson, said 
he suggested 11 because he liked the 
word notification better than 
posting.

Fin Com names 
a new member 

Finance Committee members may enjoy a 
respite from the usual lozengers and hard 
candy popped into their mouths during 
meetings, with the unanimous selection of 
peanut butter manufacturer, James T. 
Hintlian to the board for the remainder of a 
term'ending June 30. 

A lifelong resident of Winchester, he is 
president of his own company, Leavitt Cor¬ 
poration, which he claims has an annual 
budget equal to the Town of Winchester’s. 

Hintlian is also president of the Peanut 
Butter Manufacturers' and Nut Salters’ 
Association. 

He and Mrs. Patricia (Noonan) Hintlian 
and their seven children live at 25 Calumet rd. 

FinCom President Anthony Pelletier, 
however,-expressed concern that the board 
has no members from precincts two or five. It 
is the committee’s policy to seek applicants 
throughout the town. 

He further added that requests for town 
meeting member applications are down in 
precincts two, six and eight. 

Hintlian resides in precinct seven, which 
already has representation on the board. 

School budget 
cut by Fin Com 

in addition to reviewing the articles ap¬ 
pearing on the warrant for the special town 
meeting, Finance Committee at a recent 
meeting continued slashing dollars from the 
proposed school budget, appropriated $2,800 
from the reserve fund to the Comptroller’s 
Office and formed a new subcommittee to 
design FinCom's fiscal budget for 1977. 

On January 20, Comptroller James 
Costello submitted a request to FinCom for 
funding in order to extend the employment of 
a federally funded junior accountant. 

January 23 Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act (CETA) funds expired and the 
accountant ceased employment, despite a 
heavy work load in the comptroller's office. 

A month later FinCom approved the 
transfer of $2,800 from the* reserve fund to 
cover tha salary of a junior accountant for a 
period of 14 weeks. Costello is optimistic that 
the same person can be rehired. 

At Town Manager Groux’s request the 
comptroller’s office agreed to assist him in 
two areas.: 1.) Providing staff assistance, 
and 2.) Conversion of the current data 
processing system to fit the new budgetary

system. 

Costello says, "In this singular instance 
my office has a direct working relationship 
with the town manager, since he is unfamiliar 
with the previous interworking of this town. — 
But this is a one shot deal. 

“Next year Thomas Groux will have more 
background and staff to handle the job." 

In the busy comptroller’s office time is of 
the essence, since they are under the gun to 
meet several deadlines. Costello says if he 
can get the junior accountant to come to work 
tomorrow — he will. 

Costello is the first to admit that taking 
care of $75 million requires some help. In 
addition to the office’s regular duties, they 
have accepted the added burden of verifying 
budget requests for their reasonableness and 
validity, providing the town manager’s office 
with historical data and attending depart¬ 
ment budget hearings. 

The increased work load placed upon the 
limited staff has been further complicated by 
the unexpected retirement of a senior ac¬ 
counting clerk, -who left prior to receiving her 
full pension. 

Slashing dollars 

FinCom slashed more dollars off the 
proposed school budget for fiscal 1977. They 
reduced the total equipment outlay tc 
$429,680, which is a $490 increase over last 
year’s equipment budget. 

The committee decreased the Schoo 1 
Department’s figure of $35,180 to $29,480 by 
removing such items as 545 school desks, and 
a $500 piano; $599 was taken out of the central 
office equipment budget, reducing it to $2,000. 
Some of these funds were transferred to 
maintenance and other expenses budgets. 

The committee voted unanimously in 
favor of the reductions. 

School Lunches 

FinCom approved the School Lunch 
Budget in its entirety — $80,832. The 
negotiated increase of $4,216. mostly 
represents personal services. There has been 
a request for a new freezer to replace three 
15-20 year-old existing ones. Cleaning supplies 
were increased $900. over last year's budget. 
Cost of uniforms doubled because of a con¬ 
tract change.

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.. .a chance to hark 

Now that we have disposed of the question of candidates, at least for the 
moment, there is the election Itself to be dealt with, which this year holds a 
special challenge to Wlnchesterites as it does, Indeed, all Americans. 

We are addressing ourselves to the matter of voting and who does it. 
Unfortunately, not enough Americans exercise their franchise to vote. If 
they were dogs, they would not be able to bark. And every dog knows it Is 
important to bark. 

Which reminds us of a story recounted on one of the network TV political 
reports from New Hampshire Tuesday night: 

A dog from communist East Germany defected to the West German 
(free) sector. Asked about life In East Germany, he reported that the food 
was excellent, and life In general was pretty much to his liking. 

"Then why did you escape?", he was asked. 

"I like to bark,” he said. 

While the people under the yoke of communism don't know what it is to 
bark, which we all know is a way of saying the freedom to speak out, the 
and a voice in government, some of our citizens choose not to bark. 

They do that by not voting. And that's a tragedy of our times. 

Election day here in Winchester comes first next Tuesday, March 2, the 
Presidential Primary. That’s for declared party enrollees to state their 
preference (or not) for party candidates. We are not too concerned about 
that contest. 

But we are concerned about the town election March 30. How close can 
Winchester get to a record turnout? Is it too much to hope for that this town 
might even register a 90 per cent vote? We think so, but we can still hope. 

But then, the citizens will have to decide whether they want to bark or 
not. How about a little growl -J.R.S. 
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Disaster averted, now... 

What was feared might turn into a nothing election-a disaster of town 
non-government—won’t materialize after all. Citizens responded, although 
not overwhelmingly, at least In sufficient number to make a fight of It for 
the major town offices being contested in the March 30 annual election. 

Now there are five candidates for selectman, two of whom are to be 
elected for three-year terms. One of them is an Incumbent, but most of the 
others are new to that particular area of the political arena, although 
among them there is considerable experience in town government at other 
levels, including membership on town boards and committees now and in 
the past. 

The school committee race was shaping up to be the most interesting, for 
there were issues to he thrashed out there, namely Metco, Winchester’s 
hottest controversy of late 1974 and 1975. However, one of the potential 
candidates who obtained nomination papers didn’t return them, explaining 
that family matters forced his withdrawal. 

He is said to have been the candidate of the pro-Metco faction, ready to 
do battle with the "anti-Metco" group. On the board already in office, they 
include Mary Pronski and Jack Noble. 

It is said that one of the candidates who turned in papers, Constance D. 
Papas, is expected to go along with the Pronski-Noble vote if Metco comes 
to the fore again, although that doesn’t seem likely at the moment. It was 
shot down last time around by the state itself due to lack of funding. 

In other offices, there are non-contests, including library trustees and 
housing authority. That is unfortunate, and detracts somewhat from the 
whole election picture. 

However, town officials and The Star were very deeply concerned last 
week at the apathy of the townspeople about their own election, but at least 
the response to the urgent plea from the selectmen and this newspaper 
saved the day. We had good reason for a time to be fearful that town 
government of the people, by the people. . . was a dying proposition. 

We are pleased to report that it is not. 

As a post script, we must add that the turnout of candidates for town 
meeting membership leaves much to be desired, but we are not one to look 
gift horses in the mouth. In each precinct, every Incumbent was required to 
seek nomination knew under the new charter. 

For town meeting membership, there are only 20 potential nominees 
from precincts 6 and 8. Fortunately, the law was written to cover such a 
situation and there will be enough town meeting members in each precinct. 
But isn’t it a pity! 

For instance, in precinct one there were only 25 candidates, only one 
over the required 24. 

Winchester can do better than that. —-J.R.S.

Fifteen years ago on February 15 , a 
Sabena Boeing jet crashed, killing the entire 
United States figure skating team which was 
on its way to the world championships in 
Prague. 

The most famous of the skaters on the 707 
that day were Maribel Owen, 20, who won the 
national senior pairs championship with her 
partner Dudley Richards (also killed in the 
crash), her sister Laurence, 16, who had won 
the North American women’s championship 
two days earlier in Philadelphia, and their 
mother, Maribel Vinson Owen, one of the 
nation's top coaches and herself a nine-time 
U. S. figure skating champion. 

Out of that tragedy came the annual 
Skaters' Ball, a gala evening of dinner and 
dancing at the Copley Plaza. Once again, 
since its beginnings in the early 1960s. funds 
raised by the ball will be put toward 
scholarships for figure skaters

EDUCATION WITH A DISTINCTIVE EMPHASIS 
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Historical vignette 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

About 30years ago my good friend, the late 
Walter "Pete” Redding, who then did much of 
Ihe conveyancing of land for the Symmes 
Estate (and other old time Winchester 
families) told me of an ancient landmark in 
this area that he has run across in many of 
those old-time deeds. 

He said that there was a large boulder in a 
hay-field not far from the old Symmes barn, 
which then stood at the lower end of Franklin 
road; and that this bounder had an old, gaunt 
cedaf tree gorwing out of a crack in the very 
top of the rock. He had found it mentioned in 
deeds going back to the early Colonial days, I 
believe. 

I found the boulder soon afterwards. It was 
roughly in the form of a cube, maybe i5 feet on 
a side and about 10 or 12 feet in height. Sure 
enough, there was an ancient, scarred, cedar 
tree growing right where he had said it would 
be, in a shallow niche at the very top of the 
rock. There was a wooded area behind the 
boulder hut at that time the grass had been 
harvested annually where the rock itself lay. 
The woods were, maybe, 75 or a hundred feet, 
behind it. but the rock stood then in open 
country. 

Well last Sunday I was walking in that 
area with a friend and we went looking for the 
boulder. It was more difficult to find than I 
bad thought it would be. Today the area is all 
built up, with streets and houses all over the 
place. I had to enlist the aid of neighbors to 
avoid the possibility of being shot for 
tresspassing, when we invaded the unfamiliar 
private back-yards. We finally found it. I 
guess it had not moved any, hut it did not 
seem to me to be in the same place. 

In the intervening years the woods that 
were then so far behind it had encroached 
upon the site to the extent that it now lies well 
within the line of the woods. Worse still, these 
young deciduous trees are now growing all 
around the base of the rock, and I am afraid 
that they are now able to cut off most of the 
bright sunlight so necessary for a cedar of 
this kind; which is, I think, essentially, a 
pasture-type tree. 1 am very much afraid that 
the poor old Colonial relic — (can it really be 
over 300 year old?) will not long survive the 
competition it must now face for the sunlight 
so necessary for its continued existence. 

In this connection, I think the woods, and 
the trees that are now encroaching on the old 
land-mark, are within the boundaries of the 
Fells Reservation, so 1 hope this concern of 
mine can somehow he brought to the attention 
of the MIX' and they may thereby be inspired 
to do something to preserve this ancient 
landmark. 

(Note after this was written, I had the 
bright inspiration to call Mr. Sherman 
Russell, to see if he knew anything about this 
old landmark He certainly did - and, in a 
letter, I intend to elaborate upon what 1 learn 
from him. He says that we will walk the area 
togehter, and I look forward to this ad¬ 
venture. I am sure that I can learn a great

Committee discusses the SEEM program 

At the February 12 meeting of the 
Advisory Committee for Special Education 
William Dissinger, Winchester's coordinator 
for Special Needs, discussed the 
"Cooperative Educational Shared Services 
Concept” or SEEM. SEEM represents an 
educational collaborative in which Win¬ 
chester participates along with six other 
districts. It became a formal educational 
structure under state law, Captors 753 , 766, 
and 797. 

Each town participating in SEEM con¬ 
tributes financially and is able to send 
students to classes in other towns where there 
are openings and where services are 
available that are not accessible locally The 
SEEM collaborative has its own ad¬ 
ministrator, Direcotr Carl Toth. 


At present Winchester nas four'classes 
that are part of SEEM, one at McCall Junior 
High, one at the Washington School, and two 
at Lincoln School.-Nine Winchester students 
attend SEEM classes in other towns. 

This cooperative concept makes 
speciali7.ed services available on a more 
economical basis as, towns can take ad¬ 
vantage of programs already existing rather 
than having to set them up for less than an 
optimal number of students. 

"Are children receiving comparable 
services in all participating towns?” Mr. 
Dissinger was asked. His comments, along

Sherman Saltmarah Sr. 


Sherman W. Saltmarsh Sr., 
192 Highland ave., a lawyer, 
former distance running star 
and lover of the outdoors, died 
Sunday at Winchester Hospital 
following a brief illness. He 
was 84. 

He was the father of Sher¬ 
man W. Saltmarsh Jr., state 
representative from Win¬ 
chester, and husband lo the 
late Dorothy (Daniels) Salt¬ 
marsh. 

Mr. Saltmarsh was born in 
Everett. He graduated from 
Winchester High School in 1910 
as valedictorian of his class. In 
1914 he graduated from Dart¬ 
mouth College, where he ran 
for the track team. Cross 
country and the mile were his 
specialties, and lie won the 
National Intercollegiate Indoor 
Mile championship in 1914. 

Harvard awarded him his 
law degree in 1917. When the 
C.S. entered World War I he 
enlisted in the Navy as a 
seaman second class. Later 
commissioned an ensign, he 
served until September 1919 as 
an executive officer in the First 
Naval District in Boston. 

Following World War I, Mr 
Saltmarsh continued lo race as 
a member of the Boston 
Athletic Association, winning 
several long distance races, 
ranging from one to ten miles. 
Athletics were always a part of 


his life. As a coach he led the 
Winchester Hockey Club to 
three New England Amateur 
titles. And he was a lifetime 
director of the New England 
Amateur Hockey Association. 

The start of World War II 
found him serving as assistant 
attorney general for then Atty. 
Gen. Robert Bushnell, a post he 
held from 1941-1942. During the 
war he returned to the Navy as 
a lieutenant commander. 

Mr. Saltmarsh also enjoyed 
fishing and camping and spent 
a good deal of time in the 
Maine woods. His expertise in 
the outdoors helped him 
become one of the few non¬ 
resident guides in that state.
